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out regard to the class of supplies covered by the requisition. The serin 
number will begin with No. 1 for each fiscal year. The post and serin 
number as written will form a combined distinctive, identifying numbri 
which will be referred to in all matters pertaining to the requisition. A 
separate requisition, complete in itself, will be "made for each class of supplier 
or services and for each of the designated depots or points of supply. Sep- 
arate requisitions as to appropriations will not be required, but article- 
will be listed alphabetically under appropriations from which purchased, and 
the item of the appropriation to which chargeable will be noted, the total 
amount of the appropriation being stated at the end of each group. Th< 
purpose for which the articles are required will be stated. 

In the column for estimated cost will be entered the net cost of article> 
as shown by the latest trade catalogues, lists published by the War Depart- 
ment, or the price at Which the articles can be purchased locally, as as- 
certained upon inquiry in local markets, if such price is no greater than the 
net cost of articles equal in quantity to the standards or specifications of the 
Quartermaster Corps. With a view to avoiding delays incident to cor- 
respondence, care will be taken in the preparation of requisitions to give 
detailed description, catalogue references, size, dimensions, style, and make 

* of wagons, army ranges, stoves, etc., when parts therefor are required, and 
such other data as may be necessary to insure a clear understanding by the 
depot quartermaster as to what is required. 

These requisitions are made out in triplicate and forwarded, at least 
80 days prior to the beginning of the quarter for which the supplies 
are required, to the department or depot quartermaster for issue. One 
copy of the requisition is retained. During the present emergency, these 
requisitions may be filled out, as occasion requires, and forwarded to the 
depot quartermaster for issue. 

(#) Requisition for Blank Forms and Books. (383, A.G.O.) 

Distribution to posts and organisations of the Army of blank forms and 
. books furnished by the Adjutant General's Department will be made under 
the immediate direction of the Adjutant General of the Army, by the adju- 
tants of the several territorial departments or tactical divisions. Any 
communication with regard to such distribution should be addressed directly 
by department or tactical division adjutants to the Adjutant General of the 
Army, who will convey directly to them such instructions as may be neces- 
sary. Such adjutants will carefully scrutinize all requisitions submitted to 
them for blank forms and books, in order to prevent any waste thereof and 
will see that the issues on such requisitions are restricted to the actual 
Deeds of the organisations. Requests from individual officers for copies of 
blank forms issued by the Adjutant General's Department and not obtain- 
able under existing orders from the department adjutants of the territorial 
departments ini which such officers are stationed, will be sent directly to the 
Adjutant General of the Army and not through military channels. 

The name of each form, as well as the number, will be given in the req- 

* uisition. All columns will be filled out by the officer making the requisi- 
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(A) Requisition for Ordnance Property. (Form 386, O.D.) 

In time of peace, ordnance and ordnance stores are issued from the 
various arsenals and depots, to the extent authorized by regulations, on 
requisitions submitted in accordance with existing orders. In time of war, 
issues may be made to troops in service on the order of any general or 
field officer commanding an Army, garrison, or detachment, or of a chief 
ordnance officer of an Army, Army corps, or division. 

Requisitions for ordnance supplies to meet current needs will be filled 
from a depot, under the instructions of the department commander. The 
officer in charge will be responsible, under the department commander, 
that sufficient stores, procured by timely requisitions upon the Chief of 
Ordnance, are always on hand. Requisitions for ordnance and ordnance 
stores not on hand within a department must be approved by the immediate 
commanders. The personal approval of the department commander or 
of the chief ordnance officer of the department is necessary, but in the absence 
of the department commander the approval may be made in his name by 
one of his staff officers. Requisitions will be made in conformity with 
the supply tables prepared by the Chief of Ordnance, unless extraordinary 
circumstances, to be plainly set forth in each case, should require a larger 
supply of one or more of the articles authorized. The prices of ordnance 
and ordnance stores may be found by reference to Pamphlet No. 1879 of 
the Ordnance Department. 

The Requisition for Ordnance Property (Form 386, O.D.) is prepared 
by the supply officer or commanding officer of an organization, in triplicate, 
signed by the supply officer (or CO.) and approved by the post, camp, or 
regimental commander. It is forwarded to the Post Ordnance Officer 
in duplicate, the third copy being retained. This latter officer, in turn, 
forwards the approved requisition to Department Headquarters, in du- 
plicate, from whence one copy is sent to the Supply Depot for issue, after 
being approved by the department commander or of the department ordnance 
officer. The duplicate copy is retained at department headquarters. 

In filling out this requisition (Form 386, O.D.) the following points must 
be observed: (1) Under (a) will be given the proper designation of the 
organization or detachment commander or the supply officer submitting the 
requisition, as "Post Ordnance Officer, Ft. Sheridan," "Regimental Ord- 
nance Officer, 23rd Infantry, Texas City," "Commanding Officer, De- 
tachment Medical Department," or "Supply Officer, Field Hospital 16, 
Fort Riley, Kansas," etc. (2) Under (b) the supply officer should give a 
summary of the organization with whose supply he is charged. It is this 
information that determines primarily the stock to be carried. This is 
not to be filled in when requisition is submitted by an organization or 
detachment commander. (3) Under (c) an organization or detachment 
commander, not accounting for property under the unit accountability 
system, should give the information therein called for. (4) In the space 
(d) give the supply period for the data given in columns 3 and 4. Though 
the supply period is usually six months, it may be three months or less, 
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depending upon the storage facilities and other factors. (S) For the articles 
requested in column 1 supply officers will enter the quantity on hand and 
available for issue to troops. An organization or detachment commander 
submitting a requisition will state in this column the number serviceable on 
hand. In column 2 supply officers will enter the maximum stock author- 
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ized as given or derived from the tables published by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment if a maximum stock is prescribed, lining out heading "worn out." 
Organization or detachment commanders will state the number of "worn out " 
articles on hand, lining out heading "maximum stock." In column 3 
supply officers will enter the quantity issued or called for but not issued 
though authorized (on account of shortage, etc.) during the preceding period 
of supply. In column 4 supply officers will enter the quantities it is esti- 
mated will be necessary to bring the stock on hand up to the amounts 
required to meet the issues of the next period without reducing the stock 
below the prescribed minimum. Organization or detachment commanders 
will give the stores "now needed." In column 5 give the. correct name 
of the articles as given in the Unit Accountability Equipment Manuals, 
Price Lists, and other Ordnance publications. Care should be taken to 
show the exact model of the article required. If required for artillery, 
the caliber and model of gun or vehicle for which the spare part or equip- 
ment is required should be entered. If articles are issued in pairs, entry 
showing whether right or left should be made. Much confusion and delay 
result from failure to follow these instructions. In column 6 state briefly 
the explanation for any unusual request, such as when the sum of columns 
1 and 4 exceed column 2 or when articles are required which are not given 
in the general supply tables. Column 7 is self-explanatory. In columns 
8 and 9 are entered the quantities issued from the arsenals or ordnance 
establishments of issue. In case of requisitions from organizations or 
detachments the ordnance supply officer will enter in column 8 the articles 
issued by him. (6) When unusual requests are made for arms or stores 
not on the ordnance supply lists for the organizations to be supplied, or 
when submitted at times other than the regular supply period for articles 
immediately required, separate requisitions will be made, the word 
"Regular" lined out and a letter forwarded explaining the necessity for 
issue. (7) Supply tables may be obtained from the Department Ordnance 
Officer. Descriptive pamphlets of ordnance property are obtained direct 
from the Chief of Ordnance. Requisitions for various blank forms should 
be made direct to the Chief of Ordnance. 

■ 

10. Property Responsibility and Accountability 

Accountability and responsibility devolve upon any person to whom 
public property is intrusted and who is required to make returns therefor. 
Responsibility without accountability devolves upon one to whom such 
property is intrusted, but who is not required to make returns therefor. 
An accountable officer is relieved from responsibility for property for which 
he holds a proper memorandum receipt. A responsible officer is not relieved 
from responsibility for public property for which ho has given memorandum 
receipt until he has returned the property to the accountable officer or has 
secured memorandum receipt from a successor, or until he has otherwise 
been relieved by the operation of regulations or orders. The difference, 
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then, between responsibility and accountability rests on the necessity of 
making proper returns for the property in the latter instance. While 
subject to exceptions, it may be stated that accountability must involve 
the relationship of the individual with the Government; while respon- 
sibility, to a large extent, involves the relationship of the individual with 
another individual, one of whom is an accountable officer. 

A company or detachment commander is responsible for all public 
property in his company or detachment, and will not transfer his responsi- 
bility therefor to a successor during periods of absence of less than a month 
unless so ordered by competent authority; when such absence exceeds a 
month, the question of responsibility is settled by the proper authority. 
The property responsibility of a company commander can not be transferred 
to enlisted men. It is his duty to attend personally to its security, and to 
superintend issues himself or cause them to be superintended by a com- 
missioned officer. An officer will not, when it can be avoided, be detailed 
for duty which will separate him from public property for which he 
is accountable. 

All public property, whether paid for or not, must be acccounted for on 
the proper returns or as prescribed in regulations. All public property, 
unaccounted for when discovered by an accountable officer, will be taken up 
and the usual returns rendered therefor. In this case, the accountable officer 
is, thus, made accountable for property other than that for which he was 
originally accountable. When discovered by officers not accountable 
for that class of property, or by enlisted men or civilian employees, they 
shall report the same as soon as practicable to an officer so accountable, 
who will take it up on his property returns and account for it. In the 
absence of such an accountable officer, the senior officer, enlisted man, 
or civilian employee present will take charge of the property and report it 
to the commander of the department wherein it may be located with a view 
to its proper disposition. 

Accountability for public property will not be transferred to enlisted 
men, except to ordnance sergeants and quartermaster sergeants, senior 
grade, and quartermaster sergeants, Quartermaster Corps, at ungarrisoned 
posts and sergeants of the Signal Corps or enlisted men acting as such. 

Public property expended in the military service will be accounted for 
by the certificate of the accountable officer, and property lost or destroyed 
will be accounted for by the affidavit of the responsible officer, or by his 
certificate supported by one or more affidavits. These certificates and 
affidavits will accompany the return covering the period during which the 
expenditure occurred or the loss or destruction was discovered. When an 
enlisted man has, by a court -martial, been convicted of losing or damaging 
public property, the officer accountable therefor will send with his property 
return a certified copy of so much of the court-martial order as refers to 
the case, giving number, date, and place of the issue of the order, and 
stating on the face of said copy the rolls on which the charges are made. 

An accountable officer may be relieved of his accountability in several 
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ways: (1) By transfer of property; (2) by approved "Report of Survey;" 
(3) by "Inventor}' and Inspection Report;" (4) by expenditure in service; 
and (5) by order of court-martial convicting an enlisted man of losing or 
damaging property for which an officer is accountable. These methods will 
be discussed in detail later. 

Accountability for Equipment "C." 

This system of accounting for property is known as the "Unit Account- 
ability System" and is embodied in Army Regulations, Pars. 681 A to P 
inclusive, as added bv C.A.R. No. 56 and No. 65. 

There shall normally be but one accountable officer for equipment "C " 
of each bureau for a regiment, separate battalion, field hospital, ambulance 
company, or other tactical organization for which equipment "C" is pre- 
scribed. Such officer will account on a separate return for all articles 
listed in the various equipment manuals as equipment "C" and he will be 
referred to as the " Unit Supply Officer. " When one officer serves as supply 
officer for all bureaus, he will be designated as "Regimental, field hospital, 
etc., unit supply officer. " But when several officers serve as supply officers 
of the several bureaus, each, except the Quartermaster Corps, will be desig- 
nated as "Regimental, etc., Ordnance, Engineer, or Signal Officers," 
as the case may be. The supply officer of the Quartermaster Corps will 
be designated as the regimental, etc., supply officer. Should local conditions 
make it desirable or necessary to have an accounting officer for any detach- 
ment serving separately from its parent organization, one may be designated 
for that purpose and the articles of equipment U C" that pertain to such 
detachment will be transferred to the designated officer of the detachment; 
but as soon as the conditions, making this separate accountability necessary, 
cease, the account will be closed by transferring back to the unit supply 
officer of the parent organization the accountability for the property which 
had been carried separately. Batteries, troops, companies, or detachments 
will hold on memorandum receipt from the unit supply officer of the unit, 
of which they form a part, articles of equipment "C" as prescribed in the 
equipment manuals as pertaining to them. An accurate account of all 
equipment, including clothing, issued to the enlisted man, will be kept by 
the battery, troop, company, or detachment commander on Form 637, 
A.G.O. (Individual Equipment Record), which has been discussed on 
page 269. 

A. Semi-annual Return of Property. (Forms 599, 599a, and 5996, 
A.G.O.) 

All property received by such unit supply officer will be accounted for 
on authorized blanks of a loose-leaf character (Forms 599, original and 
duplicate, 599a, and 5996, A.G.O.), with a separate shoot for each article 
and columns for date, voucher numbers, debit entries, credit entries, and 
balances. Vouchers to the account will be numbered serially, beginning 
with 1, through the six months* accounting period, regardless of transfers 
from one officer to another and will be posted to the account currently. 
The account will be kept in duplicate, an original and a carbon copy. 
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On June 30 and December 31 of each year the account will be examined 
as provided below, and the original record, together with all vouchers 
pertaining thereto not previously forwarded, mailed direct to the Chief 
of the Bureau to which the property pertains. Before being mailed, the

1. All property received and on hand will bo accounted 
for on Form No. 599, A. G. O., using a separate sheet for each 
article and arranging alphabetically, except in case of Ord- 
nance property which will be arranged alphabetically under 
each class and section as shown in Manuals or Price List. 

2. When used by unit supply officers in accounting for 
equipment "C," the authorized allowances will be entered 
at the bottom of each sheet using the space opposite equip- 
ment "C.'i Other supply officers for whom allowances a:o 
prescribed will use spaces opposite "Max." and "Min.'* 

3. Vouchers to the return will bo numbered serially begin- 
ning with number 1, through the six month's accounting 
period regardless of transfer from one officer to another, and 
Vill be posted to the return currently. The return will be 
kept in duplicate — an original and a carbon copy. 

4. On June 30 and December 31 of each year, the return 
will be audited as provided in A. R. 681 D, and the original 
record, together with all vouchers pertaining thereto not 
previously mailed, sent direct to the Chief of the Bureau to 
which the property pertains for file and record. 

5. When an officer is relieved as accountable officer his re- 
turn will be closed by drawing a line below the last entry on 
each sheet immediately below which will be entered the 
balance of each article with the notation opposite thereto 
"received from predecessor." 

6. When a transfer has been made, all original vouchers to 
the return up to the date of transfer will be mailed direct to 
the Chief of the Bureau to which the property pertains, accom- 
panied by a letter of transmittal, signed by the transferring 
officer, enumerating the vouchers, giving the date of transfer, 
and the name of the officer to whom transfer is made. The 
receiving officer will acknowledge receipt of the balances 
shown on the return by signing the receipt attached thereto, 
and the account will be audited before vouchers are mailed. 

7. The return for convenience will be kept paged and when 
it becomes necessary, may have pages inserted by adding 
letters after the page number, as 10a, 10b, etc. In case of 
transfer of the property, the pages then making up the return 
will be renumbered serially in a distinctive manner, as al, 
a2, a3, * * * a25, etc., and so described iu the certificates 
covering the transfer. a— -izn 

correctness of the account, together with a notation of the serial numbers 
of the vouchers pertaining thereto, will be certified to by the unit supplj 
officer. This property return is used for accounting for Engineer, Ordnance 
Quartermaster, and Signal Corps property, a separate return being used 
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Form No. 589 1> r A. O. O. 
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of course, for each type of property. When used by unit supply officers 
in accounting for equipment "C," the authorized allowances will be entered 
at the bottom of each sheet using the space opposite equipment " C. " Other 
supply officers for whom allowances are prescribed, will use spaces opposite 
"Max. " and "Min. " A separate sheet is used for each article, these sheets 
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being arranged alphabetically and numbered, except in case of Ordnance 
property which will be arranged alphabetically under each class and section 
as shown in Manuals or Price List. 

When an officer is relieved as unit supply officer, his account will be 
closed by drawing a line below the last entry on each sheet, immediately 
below which will be entered the balance of the article, with the notation 
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opposite thereto "Received from predecessor." When a transfer has 
been made the officer making the transfer will certify to the correctness 
of the account and will, after the account has been audited, mail direct to 
the Chief of the Bureau to which the property pertains the original vouchers 
to the account up to the date of transfer. These will be accompanied by a 
letter of transmittal, which will enumerate the vouchers, giving date of 
transfer and name of officer to whom the transfer was made. The receiving 
officer will acknowledge receipt of the balance shown on the return account 
by signing the receipt attached thereto (5996), and will furnish a signed 
copy of such receipt to the transferring officer. 

All returns will be examined in the regiment or other similar organization 
by a suitable officer (preferably a field officer) designated for that purpose 
by the commanding officer thereof. This examination will be made at the 
end of each accounting period, also in case of a transfer of accountability 
from a unit supply officer to his successor. The examining officer will see 
that all balances have been correctly brought forward, that all property 
on debit vouchers has been taken up on the account, and that all property 
dropped is covered by authorized credit vouchers which comply with 
regulations. In so far as these features of the account are concerned, 
and to the extent of the vouchers actually examined, this officer's examina- 
tion will be final, and action in the War Department Bureaus will be limited 
to seeing that all property invoiced to unit supply officers is actually taken 
up by them, and that accountability is properly placed in accordance with 
the final action taken on survey reports. He will certify on the account 
the fact of examination and the result of same. He will also see that the 
authorized allowances are entered on each sheet of the return, and, on 
the completion of the examination, report in writing to his commanding 
officer whether or not the balances on hand are in agreement with those 
prescribed in the unit equipment manuals, mentioning in detail, if not in 
agreement, the more important that are surplus or that are short, and stating 
in general terms the minor discrepancies. These reports will be kept on 
file until the next regular inspection of the command by an officer of the 
Inspector General's Department, whose duty it will be to investigate 
and make report on the causes of the discrepancies and the steps taken by 
the commanding officer to remedy them. 

Under normal peace conditions, all organizations will keep their equip- 
ment "C," as prescribed for their actual strength, complete and in service- 
able condition. The remaining equipment required for the unit for its full 
authorized strength will be held by the unit supply officer. If ordered for 
field duty, this full equipment will be taken to the mobilization and con- 
centration points. If ordered on active field duty, where equipment "B" 
and equipment "A" not required for the actual strength can not betaken, 
it will be disposed of by the unit supply officer as conditions require, by 
turning it in to a camp supply officer or depot, or by disposing of it as other- 
wise ordered. The pame course will be followed at any time during active 
field service, should equipment become surplus. 

19 
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Replenishment of Equipment U C." 

Unit supply officers will obtain replenishment of equipment "C" by 
furnishing the post, camp, division, depot, or other proper supply officer 
in exchange for the articles, either: (1) The unserviceable articles to be re- 
placed, if not repairable at the post. No receipt is given in this case, but 
should the condition of the articles not be manifestly due to fair wear and 
tear in the service, the issuing officer will require (a) a survey report, or (6) 
the necessary evidence for a survey report, or (c), if that can not be furnished, 
a certificate as provided below; or (2) a voucher on which a supply officer 
may take credit for the articles. This covers cases where no unserviceable 
article is to be turned in. The voucher to be turned in to the supply officer 
may be (a) certificates of authorized expenditures (Form 601, A.G.O.); 
(6) certificates of destruction for articles authorized to be so dropped by the 
bureau to which the property pertains; (c) statements of charges against 
enlisted men (Form 602, A.G.O.); (d) abstract of sales when authorized 
(Form 322, W.D.); (c) survey reports (Form 196, A.G.O.); (/) inventory 
and inspection reports (Form 1, I.G.D.); (g) due certificates completed 
by a receipt for the articles to be replaced (Form 603, A.G.O.); or (h) 
other authorized voucher. (3) A certificate that replenishment is im- 
mediately necessary and that the necessary voucher or the corresponding 
unserviceable articles (with survey report, if required) will be furnished 
later. This certificate will be filed with the receipt for the supplies so 
issued or may be written on the receipt itself. If the voucher or cor- 
responding unserviceable article is supplied before the end of the accounting 
period, the accountable officer will return the receipt and certificate. If 
not furnished before the end of the accounting period, the certificate and 
receipt may be used as a credit voucher and the Bureau to which the prop- 
erty pertains will hold the signer of the certificate and receipt accountable. 

Each voucher, used for replacement as outlined above, will contain 
a certificate signed by the responsible officer that he has received all the 
articles or due certificates (Form 603, A.G.O.) therefor, but such a certificate 
is not required on a survey report when the unserviceable article is turned 
in in accordance with above requirements, as in that case the survey report 
is not to be used as a credit voucher. 

When, in compliance with competent orders, equipment "C" has been 
reduced by any part of it being invoiced (Form 600, A.G.O.) by the unit 
supply officer to another accountability, it will be replaced by the unit 
supply officer certifying the facts on his requisition, or, if the replacement 
is to be made by verbal or other informal method, a like certificate will be 
placed on the receipt for the property. If equipment "C" has been in- 
creased in any way above that prescribed, the surplus, when no longer 
necessary, will be invoiced (Form 600, A.G.O.) to some accountable officer 
at the first opportunity. 

Replenishment of equipment "C" will habitually be obtained through 
the unit supply officer, but no entry of the transaction will be made in his 
account unless necessary. In emergencies an organization commander may 
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obtain replenishment by any of the methods prescribed for the unit supply 
officer, but when such action is taken he will promptly report the transaction 
to the unit supply officer. 

All garrison equipment and other Government property (including 
ammunition for target practice), except equipment "C," will be held by 
organization commanders on memorandum receipt (Form 448, A.G.O.) 
from the post or other supply officers. If ordered to field duty, all articles 
of the garrison equipment held on memorandum receipt by organizations 
will be turned over to the post supply officer, and none of it will be taken 
with the organization, except as may be specially ordered by the next 
higher commander. Replenishment of garrison equipment will habitually 
be obtained by organization commanders according to the methods pre- 
scribed above for unit supply officers in replenishing equipment "C." 

When a regiment or other organization having an equipment "C" 
accountability is separated from a supply depot and the situation demands 
a reserve stock on hand, such reserve stock will be accounted for on the 
same return and in the same way as equipment "C," but so soon as the 
necessity for carrying this reserve stock ceases, the surplus will be invoiced 
to the proper accountable officer. The fact of having on hand a reserve 
will not be authority to issue on memorandum receipt to a company or 
other smaller organizations any property in excess of its prescribed equip- 
ment "C." If articles not listed as part of equipment "C" are necessary, 
they will likewise be carried on the same return, but as soon as a post, 
depot, or camp supply officer is designated property will be invoiced to him. 
No unit supply officer shall ordinarily be appointed post or camp supply 
officer except when no other officer for this duty is available. 

B. Statement of Charges. (Form 602, A.G.O.) 

All property when first charged against enlisted men, including deserters, 
must be entered on Form 602, A.G.O., and the reports of survey required 
will be made subvouchers to this statement of charges. Each charge entered 
on this statement of charges will be entered on the monthly pay roll of the 
organization. The amount charged against an enlisted man on the pay 
rolls, on account of loss or damage of, or repairs to Government property, 
shall not exceed the value of the article or cost of repair; and such charge will 
only be made on conclusive proof, and never without a survey, if the soldier 
demand it. He will be informed at the time of signing the pay roll that 
his signature will be regarded as an acknowledgment of the justice of the 
charge. Officers responsible for public property will be charged for any 
damage to or loss or destruction of the same, and the money value will 
be deducted from their monthly pay, unless they show, to the satisfaction 
of the Secretary of War, by their own affidavits, or by their certificates, 
supported by one or more affidavits, that the damage, loss, or destruction 
was occasioned by unavoidable causes and without fault or neglect on their 
part. 

Charges pertaining to property of one department only will be entered 
on this form, which will be prepared in duplicate. In the column headed 
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"Cause of charge" will be stated whether the articles were lost, damaged, 
destroyed, or taken by deserters; if charge is authorized by a report of 
survey, add the abbreviations "R.S." The commanding officer of an organi- 
zation provided with unit equipmont will make out this form to cover (a) 
articles of property which form a part of his unit equipment; or (6) articles 
for which he is responsible on memorandum receipt from the accountable 
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post (supply) officer; or (c) expendable articles; or (d) articles of clothing 
or individual mess equipment, which have been lost or damaged due to the 
neglect of the soldier and for which replacement has been made. The 
organization commander will sign the certificate of correctness on both 
copies and turn them over to the unit supply officer, who will present them 
to the post or other designated supply officer, who will issue all the available 
similar articles called for, if on hand, and said supply officer will enter on the 
line "Equipment *C ' on due certificate" the remaining articles not replaced. 
The unit supply officer will fill in and sign the certificate acknowledging 
receipt of such articles received, on both copies. The voucher will then 
be turned over to the accountable (supply) officer, who will drop from his 
return only the articles entered on the lines "A" or "C" as indicated on the 
form. For articles on the line "total on due certificates" the accountable 
(supply) officer will give the organization commander a due certificate 
to be held until such time as these articles are actually replaced. 

The accountable (supply) officer himself will make out this Form 602, 
A.G.O., to cover only property for which he is both responsible and ac- 
countable officer. When a charge is made on a pay roll against a soldier 
and not collected, entry of the charge will be made only once on the state- 
ment of charges, although the charge will appear on subsequent pay rolls. 
When the charges are properly stated hereon, this statement of charges 
signed by the proper officer will constitute a valid voucher for file with the 
return of the accountable officer. 

C. Due Certificate. (Form 603, A.G.O.) 

This form is for use where post or depot supply officers are unable to 
replace all the articles of Equipment "C" due to an organization on some 
authorized voucher, as Statement of Charges, Expenditure Certificate, 
Survey Report, Inventory and Inspection Report, or similar voucher. It 
is prepared in duplicate, signed as indicated by the post or other supply 
officer, the shortage in whose stores available for issue required the issue 
of the certificate, and is turned over to the unit supply officer. 

When the ieceipt of the unit officer is completed this certificate becomes 
a valid credit voucher for articles listed in column "Quantity Replaced." 
If more than one sheet is used, cut off the bottom of all except the last 
sheet and fasten all sheets together. Property pertaining to one depart- 
ment only will be entered on this form. 

D. Expenditure Certificate. (Form 601, A.G.O.) 

Property may be expended on this form by any accountable officer. 
Property, which may be dropped on account of consumption or expenditure, 
is published by the various supply departments, and such property, when 
consumed or expended for an authorized purpose, can be dropped from the 
return of the accountable officer on this certificate to the extent of 
the authorized allowances. In column A will be entered those articles 
authorized expended on certificate of the responsible officer; in B, those 
articles which in addition require certificate of destruction; in C, articles 
of Equipment "C " not replaced but for which a "Due Certificate" is issued;

and in D, the total for which credit is taken on return. Columns C and D 
and the replacement certificate will be ignored when Post or Depot Supply 
Officers expend property on this form. Columns C and D, when used, will 
be filled in by the Supply Officer who makes replenishment and uses the 
paper as a voucher. 
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The articles reported as expended on this certificate will be arranged 
according to their classification where prescribed; otherwise alphabetically. 
When expenditures are dependent on the strength of an organization, it 
must be stated. If more than one sheet is necessary, the bottoms will be 
cut from all except the last and all sheets securely fastened together. At 
the end of each accounting period, or when organizations depart for duty 
at 'another station, organization commanders will furnish to the Accountable 
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Officer, from whom they obtainc<l ammunition, a Certificate of Expenditures, 
properly executed, in duplicate, to cover all the ammunition (Including 
bull's-eye score books) that has been actually exjiended by them for author- 
ized practice firing, etc., during the period, and tin- supply officers will 
use these certificates as the vouchers for dropping such ammunition and 
Bcore books from their returns. Ammunition used in target practicewill 
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be expended separately from any otherwise expended as in action, and 
details of such expenditures will be entered in recapitulation table on the 
back of the form. In each case, where any ammunition is expended in 
excess of the amount authorized by the annual orders issued from the War 
Department, the special authority for such expenditure will be cited on this 
voucher opposite the expenditure, in the column headed "For what purpose 
expended. " 

E. Issue of Expendable Articles of Equipment "C." 

All expendable articles, spare parts, cleaning materials, and preservatives 
pertaining to equipment "C" will be issued to unit supply officers on Form 
604, A.G.O. These officers will furnish receipts to the accountable officer, 
but will not further account for the material. The receipts will serve 
as vouchers on which the material will be dropped by the accountable 
officer. In cases where allowances are fixed by orders or regulations, 
the receipts will contain a certificate signed by the unit supply officer that 
the articles receipted for, considering those previously drawn for the period, 
do not exceed the presciibed allowances. In such cases approval by the 
commanding officer is not required. If, however, articles or material in 
excess of the allowance are required, they will be supplied on requisition, 
which must show the necessity for the excess issue, and be approved by the 
division or department commander. 

Requisition for Articles for Maintenance. (Form 604, A.G.O.) 
Articles issued hereon will not be taken up on the account of the unit 
supply officer. If articles of this class are on the accountability of the unit 
supply officer, they may be dropped on this form, using it as an expenditure 
voucher. The form will not be used to cover articles of ordnance property 
issued or expended for the maintenance of the seacoast armament. When 
no allowances are prescribed, the approval of the commanding officer is 
necessary. The unit price, total value, and summary columns will be used 
only when the allowance is a money value one. Separate requisitions will 
be submitted for property of each bureau. Also, separate requisition 
will be submitted on this form for each of the following classes of ordnance 
stores: (a) Repairs of arms (abb.R.A.); (6) repairs of personal equipment 
(abb.R.P.E.); (c) repairs of horse equipment and harness and pack outfits 
(abb. R.H.E.); (d) cleaning and preserving material (abb. C & P.). This 
completed form is a valid credit voucher to the account of a post, camp, 
or depot supply officer, or when so authorized by a bureau it may be used 
as a subvoucher to the retained consolidated expenditure voucher of the 
post, camp, or depot supply officer of the bureau. 

F. Transfer of Property. (Form 600, A.G.O.) 

A transfer of public property involves a change of possession and 
accountability. In ordinary cases of transfer, the transferring officer 
will furnish the receiving officer with invoices in duplicate (Form 600, A.G.- 
0.)i accurately enumerating the property, and the latter will return duplicate 
receipts. In cases in which complete transfer of property occurs, instead 
of exchanging separate invoices and receipts, the receiving officer may make 
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direct entry on the final return (both original and duplicate of Form 599, 
A.G.O.) of his predecessor that all the property thereon enumerated as on 
hand and transferred to successor was received by him. The transferring 
officer may make similar entry on his final return, stating that all property 
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therein enumerated as on hand and transferred to successor was actually 
turned over by him. 

When an officer to whom stores have been forwarded believes them to 
have miscarried, he will promptly inform the issuing and forwarding officers. 
If an officer to whom public property has been transferred fails to receipt 
for it within a reasonable time, the invoicing officer will report the facts 
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to the commanding officer of the former for action, copies of all papers 
relating to the transaction being filed with his return. Upon the receipt 
of public property by an officer, he will make careful examination to ascer- 
tain its quality and condition, but will not break original packages until 
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issues are to be made, unless he has reason to believe the contents defective. 
Should he discover defect or shortage, he should apply at once for a survey 
to determine it and fix the responsibility. Should he consider the property 
unfit for use, he will submit inventories in duplicate and request the action 
of an inspector. The same rule will be observed in regard to packages 
when first opened for issue and for property damaged or missing while 
in store. 

When packages of supplies are opened for the first time, the officer 
responsible or some other commissioned officer will be present and verify 
the contents by actual weight, count, or measurement, and in case of 
deficiency or damage should make written report of the facts to the post 
or similar commander. If only the responsible officer be present and make 
the report, he should secure the sworn statements in writing of one or more 
civilians or enlisted men regarding the condition of the property when 
examined. Should a survey be ordered, the commander will refer to the 
surveying officer the report of the examining officer together with the 
sworn statements. 

In using Form 600, A.G.O., the following points should be considered. 
This form is used for all invoices and receipts, making necessary notation 
when used for "transportation. " This Form supersedes Form 201, Q.M.C. 
and Form 146, O.D., although the former is occasionally used, especially 
where the question of delivery to a quartermaster for transportation is 
involved . Where two or more words are necessary in the name of the article, 
place distinctive noun first, except when ordnance property is involved, 
when the nomenclature of the Ordnance Price List is used. Invoicing 
officers will enter their voucher number on all copies, and sign two copies 
as invoices. Receiving officers will enter their voucher number on all 
copies received by them and sign both copies of the receipts and return 
them to the invoicing officer. Receiving and invoicing officers will file, 
respectively, one copy of invoice and one copy of receipt with their returns 
forwarded to the Chief of the Bureau to which the property pertains and 
one copy with their retained returns. When used as a shipping invoice, 
gross weights, or cubic measurements when required, must be stated in the 
last column. Three additional copies of this form, when used as a shipping 
invoice, will be furnished for use of the Quartermaster making the shipment. 

When used for Quartermaster property, supplies and subsistence stores, 
the following special instructions should be followed: (1) Arrange articles 
alphabetically. (2) For supplies transferred by depots and supply points, 
to posts or stations under the jurisdiction of department commanders, the 
form will be prepared in sextuplioate, by carbon process when practicable. 
(3) When used as a voucher to returns, the copies will be transmitted as 
follows: (a) To the Quartermaster General of the Army, one invoice plainly 
marked "Finance" on face and brief. This is forwarded by depots and 
supply points only; (ft) one invoice to the department quartermaster; 
(c) two signed invoices and two receipts to the receiving officer (4) Sub- 
sistence stores will be invoiced separately from other quartermaster supplies. 
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(5) For property furnished by depots and supply points to independent 
stations the form will be prepared in quintuplicate and disposed of as in 
subhead (3) above, omitting the copy to the department commander. 

(6) For property transferred between posts in the same department, the 
form will be prepared in quintuplicate and disposed of as in subhead (3) 
above, omitting the copy marked "Finance." When the posts are in 
different departments the same disposition will be made. The department 
quartermaster to receive a copy is the department quartermaster of the 
department into which the stores are transferred. (7) Prices must be stated 
on both invoice and receipt. (8) In column designated "Item No, " enter 
appropriate item numbers as published in Circular No. 10, Q.M.C., 1915. 
This data must be furnished in all cases. It is not necessary to enter 
initials of appropriations. 

When used for Ordnance and Ordnance Stores, the following special 
instructions govern: (1) Use nomenclature in Ordnance price list and ar- 
range articles alphabetically under proper classes and sections, as shown 
therein. (2) Prices will be entered only in cases of sales, transfers, or ship- 
ments to the Philippine Islands. (3) The number of copies to be prepared 
will be as prescribed as follows: When ordnance stores are turned over to 
the Quartermaster Corps for transportation, they will be accompanied 
by triplicate invoices, one of which will be receipted and returned by the 
shipping quartermaster to the invoicing officer. Duplicate invoices with 
duplicate receipts to be signed by the receiving officer, and a shipping list 
describing the contents of each box and package, will be sent direct to the 
receiving officer by mail, to reach him, if practicable, before the receipt of 
the stores. 

Transfer of Accountability for Personal Equipment— When an enlisted 
man is transferred or detached from his company or detachment, receipts 
for the articles of personal equipment or other public property, except 
clothing and individual mess equipment, which he carries with him or 
for which he is indebted to the United States at the time, will be prepared 
in duplicate on Form 600, A.G.O., and signed by the company or detach- 
ment commander as receiving officer, a separate set being prepared for 
each supply department concerned. The articles entered on the receipt, 
including missing articles, will correspond to the articles shown on the 
Individual Equipment Record (Form 637, A.G.O.). The name of the ac- 
countable officer and the name and destination of the soldier will be shown 
on the receipts. The duplicate receipts will constitute the vouchers on 
which the accountable officer will drop from his return the articles 
enumerated. The accountable officer will forward, immediately in the case 
of ordnance equipment and with the return in other cases, one copy of the 
duplicate receipt to the Chief of the Bureau to which the property pertains, 
keeping the other copy for file with the retained copy of his return. He 
will furnish the company or detachment commander with a memorandum 
receipt credit slip (Form 448, A.G.O.) listing the articles dropped and show- 
ing the name of the enlisted man. 
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On arrival of the enlisted man at his destination, the new company 
or detachment commander will prepare and sign invoices in duplicate, on 
Form 600, A.G.O., of the articles, except clothing and individual mess 
equipment, appearing on the man's Individual Equipment Record, a 
separate set being prepared for each supply department concerned. The 
invoices will give the enlisted man's name, his company or detachment, 
and the station from which he was transferred or detached. The duplicate 
invoices will constitute the vouchers on which the new accountable officer 
will take up on his return the articles enumerated. The accountable 
officer will forward, immediately in the case of ordnance equipment and 
with the return in other cases, one copy to the Chief of the Bureau to which 
the property pertains, keeping the other for file with the retained copy 
of his return. He will furnish the company commander with a memo- 
randum receipt debit slip (Form 448, A.G.O.) listing the articles taken up 
and showing the name of the enlisted man. All articles missing on arrival 
will be charged against the enlisted man in the usual manner, Form 602, 
A.G.O., being used for this purpose. 

When enlisted men are transferred in detachments, company or de- 
tachment commanders will prepare duplicate receipts on Form 600, A.G.O., 
which will be completed and disposed of as prescribed in the case of an 
individual enlisted man, all articles, including those for which the men are 
individually indebted to the United States, may be entered on a single set 
of forms, one set for each supply department concerned. The memorandum 
receipt credit slips may be similarly consolidated. Upon arrival of a 
detachment of enlisted men at their destination, the new commanders of 
the companies or detachments to which the men are assigned will prepare 
duplicate invoices on Form 600, A.G.O., which will be completed and 
disposed of as prescribed above. Both vouchers and memorandum receipt 
debit slips may be consolidated. 

Accountability for Clothing and Mess Equipment. — Articles of clothing 
and of the individual mess equipment, consisting of meat can, knife, fork, 
and spoon furnished by the Ordnance Department, will be dropped from 
property returns by the accountable officers upon issue to enlisted men 
(and certification by the company commander that the articles issued 
have been entered on the Individual Equipment Record of the soldier) 
and will not be taken up again until the men are separated from the service, 
except such articles as the company or detachment commander may, 
from time to time, turn in to the accountable officer as surplus or unservice- 
able and not exchanged for other articles. 

When such articles are to be turned in, the company or detachment 
commander will prepare invoices in duplicate, on Form 600, A.G.O., and 
deliver them with the articles to the unit, post, camp, or other supply officer, 
who will take up the articles on his property return (599, A.G.O.) furnishing 
the company or detachment commander with a receipt on Form 448, 
A.G.O., stating that the articles have been taken up on the returns. The 
receipt will show the name of the enlisted man and will be filed with his 
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Individual Equipment Record until the next succeeding visit of an inspector, 
after which it may be destroyed by the company or detachment commander. 

G. Memorandum Receipt. (448, A.G.O.) 

Form 448, A.G.O., is used for all Quartermaster, Ordnance, Engineer, 
or Signal Corps Property on memorandum receipt issued by (Debit Slip) 
or turned in to (Credit Slip) a post or unit supply officer for each separate 
transaction. The words "Credit" or "Debit," "Issued to" or "Turned in 
by" are to be lined out according to the transaction. These memorandum 
receipt debit and credit slips will be filed as vouchers to the abstract record 
of memorandum receipts (4486, A.G.O.) and will be numbered in one 
series for each accountable officer. When so abstracted no other memo- 
randum receipt will be required. 

Form 4486, A.G.O., will be used by a post or unit supply officer as a 
consolidated abstract for all property issued on memorandum receipt, 
and also for separate abstracts for each organization which will be kept 
posted from day to day. The post abstract will show the total quantity 
of each article out on memorandum receipt and each organization abstract 
will show the total quantity in that organization, This form will also be 
used similarly by each organization. 

In case of a transfer of property on relief of a post or unit supply officer, 
the receiving officer will initial the balances shown on the post or unit 
abstract of memorandum receipts. In case of relief of an organization 
commander the receiving officer will initial the balances shown on the organi- 
sation abstract of memorandum receipts. 

When an organization changes station, the organization commander will 
initial the balances, shown on the supply officer's organization abstract 
of memorandum receipts for those articles to be transferred to another 
accountable officer, which will then be forwarded complete to the supply 
officer at the new station, together with the usual invoices and receipts 
for the property transferred. 

11. Unserviceable Property 

Unserviceable property is, with reference to its disposition, divided 
into classes as follows: (1) Property worn out by fair wear and tear in the 
service; and (2) Property which has been rendered unserviceable from causes 
other than fair wear and tear in the service. Property of the first class may 
be submitted to a surveying officer and disposed of as indicated below, or it 
may be submitted to an inspector without prior action of a surveying officer. 
Property of the second class will be submitted to a surveying officer, except as 
provided below in case of public animals, and will subsequently be submitted 
to an inspector as indicated below. In this latter case the inventory and in- 
spection report will be accompanied by the report of the surveying officer. 
Damaged or unserviceable medicines, medical books, surgical or scientific 
instruments and appliances pertaining to the Medical Department will not 
be presented to an inspector for condemnation until authority for so doing 
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has been obtained from the department surgeon or from the division surgeon 
in the case of a mobilized division. Telescopes, telephones, and expensive 
electrical or aeronautical apparatus of the Signal Corps, when unserviceable, 
will not be submitted to an inspector for condemnation without previous 
authority of the Chief Signal Officer of the Army. 

Empty barrels, boxes, crates, and other packages, together with metal 
turnings, scrap metals, ground bone, and other waste products, which ac- 
cumulate at military posts, camps, or cantonments, which are unsuitable 
for the public service, will be disposed of in the manner prescribed 
for property to be salvaged. At arsenals and depots such accumulations 
will be disposed of in such manner as the head of the department to which 
the property pertains may deem best suited to the public interest. 

Military stores and public property turned over to reclamation officers 
(see below) on inspection reports and on approved reports of surveying officers 
will be cared for and used for repair work in shops or disposed of for cash 
at auction or to the highest bidder on sealed proposals, on due public notice, 
and in such market as the public interests may require. 

A. Report of Survey. (Form 196, A.G.O.) 

Public property, which has been damaged, except by fair wear and 
tear, or is unsuitable for the service, before being submitted to an inspector 
for condemnation, will, as stated above, be surveyed by a disinterested 
officer, preferably the summary court officer. The surveying officer will 
be designated by the commanding officer of the regiment, separate battalion, 
post, or station, from the field officers of his command whenever practicable. 
Such officer may, however, be appointed by the commanding officer of a 
department, field army, division, brigade, or district. If none but the com- 
manding officer and interested officers be present for duty, then the com- 
manding officer will survey the property. When only the responsible 
or interested officer is present, he will not appoint himself surveying officer, 
but will furnish the next higher administrative commander his certificate 
of facts and circumstances, supported by the sworn testimony of witnesses, 
or by the affidavits of enlisted men or others who are cognizant of the facts 
in the case. 

The surveying officer must fully investigate matters submitted to him. 
He will call for all evidence attainable and will not limit his inquiries to 
proofs or statements presented by parties in interest. He will rigidly 
scrutinize the evidence, especially in case of alleged theft or embezzlement, 
and will not recommend the relief of officers or soldiers from responsibility 
unless fully satisfied that those charged with the care of property have 
performed their whole duty in regard to it. He should hear in person or 
by deposition all persons concerned in the subject matter before him. 

The person responsible for public property will, in all cases, furnish 
the original certificates and affidavits upon which he relies to be relieved 
from responsibility, together with the duly attested copies of such cer- 
tificates and affidavits that are to accompany the report of survey. When- 
ever loss or destruction of, or damage to, public property, requiring the 
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action of a surveying officer, occurs, such action will be requested by the 
responsible officer as soon as practicable and, in every case, within 30 days 
after discovery of the loss, destruction, or damage, unless exceptional 
circumstances, which will be explained by the officer's certificates, prevent 
such action within that period. 

The surveying officer can not condemn public property. His action 
is purely advisory. He will ascertain and report facts, submitting opinions 
and making recommendations upon questions of responsibility which may 
arise through accident, mistake, or neglect. He makes inventories of 
property ordered to be abandoned when the articles have not been 
enumerated in the orders for abandonment. He recommends the prices 
at which damaged clothing mayjbe issued and the proportion in which sup- 
plies shall be issued in consequence of damage or deterioration that renders 
them, at the usual rate, unequal to the regulation allowance, fixing in each 
instance responsibility for actual conditions. He verifies discrepancies 
between invoices and the actual quantity or description of property trans- 
ferred from one officer to another, fixes definitely amounts received for 
which the receiving officer must receipt, and ascertains, as far as possible, 
where and how the discrepancy has occurred. 

On the approved recommendation of a surveying officer, the following 
classes of property may be destroyed: (a) Clothing infected with contagious 
disease; and (6) stores that have become so deteriorated as to endanger 
health or injure other stores. The surveying officer's report will show all 
other unserviceable property belonging to Class 1 "to be salvaged" and, 
upon approval by the commanding officer, this property will be turned 
over to the reclamation officer of the Quartermaster Corps. Property of Class 
2 not destroyed under (a) or (6) above will be submitted to an inspector 
after action by a surveying officer. When the disposition of unserviceable 
articles is covered by specific instructions of any of the supply departments, 
they will be disposed of in accordance with such instructions in lieu of being 
salvaged, but requests for specific instructions will not be submitted in 
individual cases instead of placing the property before a surveying officer 
or inspector. Before ordering the destruction or salvage of property or 
stores, the commanding officer will personally inspect the same and will be 
held responsible that the conditions justify the action. In case the invoice 
value of the stores involved exceeds $500, the approval of the next higher 
administrative commander will be obtained before destruction or salvage 
of the property. The reports of a survey, which recommend the relief 
of officers and enlisted men from responsibility, should not be approved 
unless full and careful investigation and convincing proof to sustain the 
findings appear. Whenever a report of a survey is followed by an inspection 
of the property, one copy of the proceedings will accompany the Inventory 
and Inspection Report, which is transmitted for approval, and will after- 
ward be returned to be used as a voucher to the officer's returns, and 
another, with the I and I report will be filed by the officer with his retained 
papers. 
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Instructions for Reclamation Officers. — In pursuance and by authority 
of General Orders 9, W.D., 1018, the following regulations governing the 
duties of Reclamation Officers designated in the respective Depots, Canton- 
ments, Camps, Posts, Barracks, and other units of the Army, are pro- 
mulgated for the information, guidance, and compliance of all officers 
serving in that capacity. 

Primarily, it shall be the duty and aim of the Reclamation Officers 
to prevent waste, if preventable; to reclaim it, if not preventable; and if 
neither preventable nor reclaimable, to dispose of it under instructions 
from the Quartermaster General, to the most profitable advantage to the 
Government. 

1. Prevention of Waste. — All Reclamation Officers shall immediately 
devise and put into effective operation, ways and means of preventing waste 
of Government material and property of every description and the en- 
couraging of the entire Camp personnel in a systematic and liberal campaign 
of economy. In this, they will have the cooperation and assistance of the 
Publicity Expert of the Reclamation Division, who will handle all the 
publicity in connection with the carrying out of educational propaganda 
among the commissioned and enlisted personnel in their respective military 
reservations.. Suggestions and ideas should be submitted from time to 
time by the Reclamation Officers, which will be coordinated and relayed 
to other Camps so that all may have the benefit of a good thought or well 
devised plan or scheme and thereby result in creating effective team work 
and cooperation among the personnel of the Reclamation Division. 

2. Reclamation of Waste. — It is imperative that no waste material 
of any description, which has any salvage or reclaimable value whatever, 
shall be burned, abandoned, or destroyed, but the same will be collected and 
conserved from every source and avenue of waste and converted or re- 
claimed in the most practical and feasible manner and by the most profitable 
and advantageous method. The particular means employed in each 
particular case depending, of course, upon the kind or class of waste to 
be affected thereby. 

For the purpose of systematic administration, wastes will be classified 
according to kinds as follows: 

(a) Rubber. — Because of the value of, this material and its liability 
to deteriorate rapidly, special care should be exercised in sorting, classifying, 
and storing the same. Worn and used automobile and truck tires and inner 
tubes, rubber footwear, mixed rubber scrap, including white, red and 
black scrap, auto peelings, medical equipment such as rubber gloves, tubing 
and cushions, rubber pads for horses feet, etc., all accumulate and all have 
a salvage value varying, however, with conditions and state of preservation, 
and with this in view the following facts should be borne in mind: (1) 
Heat will destroy rubber; (2) oil and grease will decompose it; (3) rubber 
materials left lying in the sun will dry up and be ruined. Consequently, 
it must be properly stored under cover as soon as practicable. 

(6) Metals. — Scrap metals should be divided into two classes. (1) 
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Tin cans; and (2) All other metals, including iron, such as old horse-shoes, 
auto rims, and broken stoves; steel, such as worn out rails; brass, such as 
faucets and shower heads; copper, such as copper bottoms; zinc; aluminum; 
baling wire; etc. All metals must be stored under cover, as rust or oxida- 
tion causes serious deterioration. 

(c) Woolens. — All clippings, rags, and wearing apparel of woolen fabric 
or texture, which can not be repaired for further use, or used in making 
repairs, must be sorted, classified and stored unexposed to the elements. 

(d) Cottons. — All cotton clothing beyond repair should be laundered, 
if practicable, and stored in a dry place. Damp cotton rags ignite readily 
causing fires. 

(e) Burlap and Canvas. — All bags must be opened by cutting the string 
at the ears and in the middle of the tied end. Bags should not be ripped, 
as this practice lowers the value for sale or for further use. They should 
be carefully collected, sorted, and stored to be issued for all necessary 
work or duties demanding their further utilization in military operations 
and the remainder prepared for disposition pursuant to directions from the 
Quartermaster General. 

(J) Leather. — All leather scrap, including unrepaired shoes, harness, 
etc., that can not be used in repair work should be preserved and stored. 

(g) Paper. — This is a valuable revenue producing commodity. Maga- 
zine papers; newspapers folded; newspapers crushed, and miscellaneous 
waste paper should be collected, classified, and baled. Baling machines 
will be furnished upon proper request therefor. 

(h) Lumber, Packing Cases, and Crates. — A Salvage Park will be located 
at some suitable point within the reservation, where all unused odds and 
ends of lumber and timber, as well as empty packing cases will be assembled 
and piled. Care should be taken to prevent needless breakage as ready 
markets can be found for boxes and crates in good condition. Clothing 
cases should be utilized in packing uniforms and other wearing apparel 
to be returned to Depots or to be shipped to designated places for repairs, 
cleaning, etc. 

(i) Bottles, Electric Light Bulbs, Etc. — These are also a source of revenue 
and care should be taken to avoid unnecessary breakage. 

(j) Bones. — After all flesh has been removed, where not otherwise 
provided for by contract, these will be placed in separate receptacles on 
the kitchen platform and then stored under cover for future disposition. 
Bones in the raw state deteriorate with age, and it is therefore advisable 
that they be marketed as soon as a sufficient quantity accumulate to justify 
a shipment. 

(k) Waste Straw. — Except in the case of hospitals, infirmaries, and units 
in which epidemics exist, the waste straw from the bed bags of the en- 
listed personnel will be used as bedding for animals. Each mounted unit 
will bed its own animals with waste straw from its personnel, turning in 
any surplus for haling. Where necessary, presses will be provided for 
the baling of this surplus together with that from all units not having access 
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to stables. Waste straw will be burned only in case of above-mentioned 
exceptions. Waste straw will be deposited under cover at the regimental 
straw sheds. 

(I) Garbage and Fertilizer. — Garbage must be kept in a well-covered 
receptacle, free from bones, dish-water, bottles, broken glass, cans, ashes, 
and other foreign matter that will affect its value as hog feed, or for re- 
duction purposes. Fertilizer will include manure, dead animals and ashes. 
Wood ashes contain certain fertilizer properties which may be profitably 
utilized. 

3. Disposition of Waste. — It is planned to ship all waste materials, 
such as these enumerated in the foregoing, except garbage, fertiliser, straw, 
and lumber material, which are to be disposed of locally, to a central 
assembling point, to be known as a Reclamation Base, and from this Base 
the materials so assembled will be marketed. Shipping instructions 
from this office will be issued from time to time concerning the same. In 
order to necessitate as small storage as possible, the various materials 
should be baled or otherwise packed and shipped as soon as a car load lot 
has accumulated. 

4. Repair Shops. — The Hat, Shoe, Clothing, and Equipage Repair 
Shops will be under the direction of the Reclamation Officer, and it is 
desired that very efficient methods of repair be installed. Inspection will be 
made from time to time by this Division, and methods used by certain 
Camps, which are found to be efficient, will be sent out to other Camps for 
guidance and adoption. 

5. Laundries and Dry Cleaning Plants. — All work of this nature will 
be under the supervision and direction of the Reclamation Officer. It 
is contemplated that Government owned plants for the cleaning of uniforms, 
equipment, wearing apparel, etc., will be established and operated in each 
National Army Cantonment and National Guard Camp and the efficient 
management and development thereof will devolve upon this Division 
and be included among the duties and responsibilities of Reclamation 
Officers. 

6. Miscellaneous Instructions. — Detailed reports to the Reclamation 
Division will be rendered on the first of each month, and at other times if 
requested, by all Reclamation Officers, showing the amount of each class 
of waste material accumulating at their respective military reservations during 
the preceding month; the amount carried over from the last report; the 
shipments or other dispositions made during said month, and the authority 
therefor; and such other information as may be required. 

Instructions for Preparing Form 196, A.G.O. — This form will be used 
in making reports of survey on classes of public property acted upon by a 
surveying officer. This form will be prepared in triplicate by the officer 
requesting the survey and will be forwarded by this officer, through the 
appointing authority, to the Surveying Officer, who makes his report thereon 
and forwards all three copies to the appointing authority for approval or 
disapproval. When the value of the property submitted for survey or the 
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loss or damage to be inquired into does not exceed $500, the report will 
be considered complete, for submission as a property voucher, upon the ap- 
proval of the appointing authority, if the interested officer does not request 
the action of the next higher administrative commander. One copy of this 
report will, under the above conditions, be forwarded to the commanding 
officer of the post, if a general officer, otherwise to department headquarters, 
and the remaining two copies delivered to the accountable officer, who will 
retain one for his files and use the other as a voucher to be forwarded with 
his return when made. 

Should the appointing authority be the responsible or interested officer, 
or should the report be disapproved by the appointing authority, or should 
the report hold the accountable officer responsible, or should the value 
of the property submitted for survey or the loss or damage to be inquired 
into exceed $500, or should the officer pecuniarily interested request it, 
the report in triplicate will be forwarded to the next higher administrative 
commander for review, and with his action is complete. But all reports 
of survey of property, whatever their nature or the amounts involved, 
are subject on call to such review of the next higher administrative com- 
mander as the merits of the case or the interests of the Government may 
require. When a next higher administrative commander acts on a report 
of survey as herein contemplated, he will cause such action to be noted on all 
three copies of the report. One copy will, then, be filed at department 
headquarters and the other two sent to the accountable officer, except when 
the latter is held responsible, when one copy only will be sent to him and 
the remaining copy forwarded directly to the chief of bureau to which the 
property pertains. 

Properly approved reports of surveys of property may be submitted as 
vouchers to property returns. They are not to be considered as conclusive 
until accepted by the Secretary of War. Until then they are to be regarded 
simply as the opinions and recommendations of disinterested officers, 
to aid in the settlement of questions of accountability between the Govern- 
ment and the individuals concerned. If, on examination, in the proper 
bureau, they exhibit serious errors or defects either of investigation or of 
finding, they will not be accepted as sufficient vouchers and the officer 
submitting them will be duly notified. 

At posts or stations not under the control of department commanders, 
commanding officers will be governed by the above regulations in appointing 
surveying officers and acting upon their reports, but in cases referred to 
above will forward the papers to the chiefs of bureaus to which the property 
pertains, instead of to the department commander. 

Property of different staff departments, or property carried on separate 
returns, will not be entered on the same report, but separate reports will 
be made for each class of property. The quantity, name of article, money 
value of the articles submitted, and the "Date and Circumstances" will be 
entered by the officer making up the survey report. In making the entry 
under "Date and Circumstances" include a statement of the circumstances

Where documentary evidence is submitted, it will be marked "Exhibit 
A . " " Exhibit B. " etc.. and will be so noted and referred to by the surveying 
officer in his report. All documentary evidence will be inserted between the 
leaves of the report. 

When any stores are included that have been lost, destroyed, or damaged 
by means other than fair wear arid tear in the service, the facts will be 
sworn to as shown on page "2. It the oath is subscribed to by the responsible 
officer, the certificate need not be subscribed to. If the oath is subscribed 
to by any other individual than the responsible officer, he will subscribe to 
the certificate. In case property that is unserviceable through fair wear 
and tear in the service only is covered by the survey, the certificate only 
will be completed by the signature of the responsible officer, but the survey- 
ing officer will exercise great care in examining such property and state 
his findings whether he found that its unserviceable condition was due to 
fair wear and tear in the service. In case such is not the case, he will fix 
the responsibility for such damage upon the proper party. 

Reports of survery authorizing charges against enlisted men, including 
deserters, are subvouchers to the "Statement of Charges " and will ac- 
company it. 

H. Inventory and Inspection Report. (Form 1, I.G.D.) 

Except as mentioned in the discussion under "Report of Survey" 
wherein it is stated that all property, subject to the approved recom- 
mendation of a surveying officer, must be "salvaged," except infected 
clothing and deteriorated stores, inspections having in view the condem- 
nation of property will be made by inspectors general or acting inspectors 
general, or by officers designated by the commander of a department, 
an independent brigade, a division, or higher administrative unit. 
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Officers will prepare and sign in duplicate, on Form 1, 1.G.D., inventories 
of public property requiring inspection (see previous discussion under 
"Report of Survey ") and present them, with the property, to the inspector 
at the time of his visit. In the case of rapidly deteriorating subsistence 
stores or of unserviceable public animals, or of emergency, such inventories 
will be prepared whenever necessary and one copy will be forwarded to the 
commander having authority to appoint an inspector. Public animals 
will be inventoried singly, with a brief description of color, sex, age, and 
distinguishing marks. For inspection, the property will be arranged in 
the order of enumeration on the inventory, every article will be examined 
by the inspector, and the responsible officer will accompany Ijim and be 
prepared to give all necessary information in regard to it. 

Inspectors will examine all property presented for condemnation and, 
if all property presented is to be salvaged, the two copies of the I and I 
report will be delivered by the inspector to the accountable officer. In 
cases in which the inspector recommends the transfer of any property to 
depots, he will send both copies of the I and I report directly to the staff 
officer concerned (department quartermaster, division surgeon, etc.) at 
the headquarters of the department, independent brigade, division, or 
higher administrative unit; and, if the inspector's action is approved by 
the commander of the same, both copies will be returned to the accountable 
officer. In similar cases, when the accountable officer is not serving under 
the commander of a department, an independent brigade, a division, or 
higher administrative unit, the inspecting officer will forward both copies 
of the I and I report directly to the Chief of the Corps or Department to 
which the property pertains for the action of the War Department, and both 
copies will be returned to the accountable officer. It will, thus, be seen 
that, wherever the I and I reports may be sent by the inspector, their ultimate 
destination is the accountable officer. This accountable officer will retain 
one of these copies for his retained files and forward the other with his 
return of property as his voucher for dropping such property. 

All articles of Unserviceable property pertaining to the mobile Army, 
heretofore "destroyed," "broken up," or "sold" on Inventory and In- 
spection Reports or " destroyed " on survey reports, except animals, and that 
which must be disposed of at once for sanitary reasons, will be turned over on 
I and I reports and survey reports to the Reclamation Officer. The I and I 
reports will show the property in a column "To be turned in for salvage," 
and will be a valid voucher for the accountable officer to drop it from his 
return. Unserviceable expendable articles will not be destroyed but will 
be turned over, with a list of the same by the responsible officer to the 
Reclamation Officer. The Reclamation Officer will be responsible for all 
articles turned in for salvage, but will make no return therefor. He will 
cause the articles to be broken up and the different kinds as copper, brass, 
iron, leather, cotton and woolen materials, to be separated and classified.

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be forwarded by the commander direct to the Chief of the Bureau or Corps 
to which the property pertains for the action of the War Department.

CHAPTER III 

PAPERS PERTAINING TO MEDICAL ORGANIZATIONS 

It is to be repeated that the papers already discussed in previous chapters 
are such as must be used by officers of Medical Organizations as well as 
by the line formations. The papers to be outlined at this point are those, 
which are peculiar to the Medical Department and have to do with the 
method of handling the reports of sick and wounded, the administration 
of medical units, and the obtaining of medical supplies. In this discussion, 
the writer has made no attempt to divide this type of paper work between 
the different medical units, as all those which are operating as field units, 
follow essentially the same system, the papers involved being used by all 
such organizations. Where a special form is to be used by certain units 
only, such papers will be specifically designated. 

1. Reports and Returns 

1. Return of the Enlisted Force. (Forms 47 and 47a, M.D.) 
Separate returns will be made for the enlisted force of (a) the Medical 
Department, Regular Army; and (b) Medical Department, National Army; 
(c) Veterinary Corps, National Army; and (d) Sanitary Corps, National 
Army. Form 47, M.D., is used for sanitary formations in garrison, while 
47a, M.D., is employed by medical organizations in the field. As the Army 
is at present on a field service basis, the latter form is the one usually em- 
ployed by organizations in camps, cantonments, and in actual field service. 
Form 47, M.D. — The immediate commanding officer of every sanitary 
formation in garrison will make a return thereof bimonthly, in duplicate, 
on this form for the periods ending January 31, March 31, May 31, July 31, 
September 30, and November 30, respectively. This return will be for- 
warded through medical channels to the Surgeon General within 5 days 
after the close of its period. A final return will be made upon the breaking 
up of each such sanitary formation. The department surgeon, through 
whom this report passes, will promptly examine it, will have the responsible 
officer correct any errors found therein, will take such memoranda there- 
from as he may require, and will without delay transmit it by informal 
indorsement to the Surgeon General. While the Manual for the Medical 
Department, prescribes that only one copy of this return shall be transmitted 
to the Surgeon General through the Department Surgeon, a communication 
from the Department Surgeon, Central Department, under date of January

The rendering officer retains 
a copy of this return for his files. 

The names of all soldiers of the Medical Department belonging to or 
present with the formation during the period of the return will *be entered 
upon it in groups as follows, arranging the names of noncommissioned 
officers in each group according to their rank and seniority of warrant of 
appointment, and of cooks, horseshoers, saddlers, farriers, mechanics, 
privates first class, and privates by their grades, each in alphabetical order. 

Under the heading " Belonging to the formation on the last day 
of the return " all such at midnight of its last day whether present or absent. 
Those assigned will be taken up from date of receipt of order, whether 
they have joined or not. Those only temporarily absent, as on detached 
service, furlough, in hands of civil authorities, etc., will be reported in this 
group. Under the heading "Losses" all those who have ceased to belong 
to the formation since the preceding return, by change of station, furlough 
to the reserve, discharge, death, desertion, etc. Those assigned to other 
stations during the period, though present at its expiration, will be reported 
in this group. Those who, having been enlisted in or assigned to* the 
formation during the period, have also ceased to belong to it during 
the period will be recorded in this group. Under the heading " Casuals" 
all Medical Department soldiers belonging to other posts and stations, 
temporarily attached to the formation for quarters and rations, or as 
garrison prisoners, or for treatment, etc. Their status will be fully ex- 
plained in each case by appropriate entry in "Remarks." The aggregate 
number of hours of instruction (a) in bearer drill and field work, (6) in care 
of animals and equitation, and (c) in the regular garrison courses, given 
during the period of the return to each soldier carried thereon, will be noted 
opposite his name in the column therefore. 

The following particulars will be noted in the Remarks Column: (a)

This report will be rendered daily in campaign to the proper 
chief turgeon by the senior medical officer of every organisation 
and hospital in the field, who will keep a copy thereof in hie files. 
Telegraphic report of these data may be required if necessary. 
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clerk, surgical assistant, etc. In citing orders or authority, the date and 
source thereof should be indicated in each instance. All entries should 
be plainly written with black ink or be typewritten with record ribbon. 
The use of impression stamps and colored inks is forbidden. 

Form 47a, M.D. — The immediate commanding officer of every sanitary 
formation in the field will make a monthly return thereof on this form. 
It will be made out in duplicate, one copy to be retained and the other 
forwarded through medical channels to the Surgeon General within 5 days 
after the end of the month covered by it. This is the procedure prescribed 
by the Manual for the Medical Department, but directions of the Depart- 
ment Surgeon, Central Department, require two copies to be submitted 
to his office. Hence, it should be made in triplicate, one copy being retained. 
A final return is, also, made on the. breaking up of any sanitary formation. 

The division surgeon, surgeon base group, or department surgeon, 
as the case may be, will promptly examine the return, will have the respon- 
sible officer correct any errors found therein, will retain one copy, and for- 
ward without delay the original return to the Surgeon General. 

The return first executed hereon after the formation takes the field 
will, in addition to the numerical statement, give under Remarks the names 
arranged according to rank of all soldiers of the Medical Department 
belonging to or present with the formation during the period of the return, 
will indicate where they came from and date of joining, and will show which 
of them remain with the command at the end of the period of the return, 
and the disposition, with date, of the others. After the first return until 
the final return, gains and losses only will be reported by name, giving in 
each instance the soldier's rank, the character of the gain or loss and its 
date. They will be arranged in the order of the entries in the numerical 
table. 

The final return will name, according to their rank, all the soldiers 
belonging to the formation since the date of the preceding return, including 
those gained and lost (giving the character of the gain or loss with its date, 
in each instance), and showing the distribution of the men upon breaking 
up of the formation so far as known. Orders of assignment or transfer 
need not be cited. The character given on furlough to the reserve or dis- 
charge will be noted; also, the soldier's physical condition, good or bad. 
All entries should be plainly written. Record will be made under Remarks 
on the next return after an engagement or campaign of the part if any had 
therein by the formation, or its individual members, naming them; also, 
of commendations of the formation as a whole or of individual members 
thereof. This record should follow the record of gains and losses. 

2. Daily Field Report of Sanitary Personnel and Transportation. 

This report (Form 82, M.D.) will be made daily to the proper medical 
superior by the senior medical officer of every organization and hospital 
in the field, a copy being retained by the rendering officer. In actual field 
service, these will be sent to the division surgeon, who consolidates them on 
Form 84, M.D., and forwards this consolidated report to his superior, 
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the Chief Surgeon of a Field Army. Telegraphic report of these data may 
be required if necessary. 

Volunteers enlisted as sanitary troops and sanitary soldiers of militia 
will be reported under "Enlisted force, Medical Department," with ap- 
propriate explanation. All changes in status of personnel or transportation 
will be briefly reported by name or nature under "Remarks." 

3. Daily Field Report of Patients. (Form 83, M.D.) 

This report will be rendered daily in campaign to the proper chief surgeon 
by the senior medical officer of every organization and hospital in the field, 
who will keep a copy thereof in his files. Telegraphic report of these 
data may be required if necessary. This report should be a carefully 
tabulated account of the sources of the sick and wounded and the disposi- 
tion made of the cases by numbers. No names need be entered on this 
report, as to the patients. Under "Remarks" mention should be made 
of the type of engagements in which the wounds were received and the 
sources of the deaths, as reported. The CO. of an evacuation hospital 
will indicate under "Remarks," the number of patients who require trans- 
portation to the rear. 

4. List of Sick and Wounded. (Form 53, M.D.) 

A record or list of the sick and wounded with every mobile command in 
the theater of operations, which is accompanied by a medical officer, will 
be kept day by day by such officer on Form 53, M. D. This list will be 
made in duplicate and, at the end of the month, will be forwarded through 
medical channels to the Surgeon General, the duplicate being retained. 
Stations for slightly wounded will make a single copy of Form 53 and send 
it to the division surgeon at the end of each day and when the station is 
closed. Field hospitals immobilized and acting as camp hospitals, evacua- 
tion hospitals, base hospitals, supply depots, contagious disease hospitals, 
field laboratories, and other similar sanitary formations will not be regarded 
as mobile units, but will keep the register of patients and render monthly 
reports of sick and wounded, using forms 51, 51a, 516, and 52, M.D. (See 
below for a discussion of these latter forms.) 

The list of sick and wounded will contain a record of the following cases: 
(a) Every officer or soldier with the command, who is excused from duty 
on account of sickness or injury, or who receives a wound of any character 
in action whether it involves excuse from duty or not; (6) every officer 
or soldier with the command, not currently on the list, who is sent to another 
command or place for observation or treatment; (c) every officer, not 
currently on the list, who departs from the command on sick leave; (d) 
every officer or soldier with the command, not currently on the list, who is 
retired, or discharged for disability, or dies, and every civilian with the 
command who dies. In determining the cases to be entered on the list 
of sick and wounded, under the above classification, officers and soldiers, 
who are killed or wounded in action, will be considered as with the command 
by whose sanitary personnel they are tagged. (See later for a discussion 
of "Diagnosis Tags".) The names of such officers and soldiers will, 

22 
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therefore, not necessarily appear on the list of sck mud wounded of their 
own organization. After the close of each day of an engagement, the 
casualties resulting from the action will be entered on the monthly Ust of 
sick and wounded in two group*, first those suffered by the pp *yw»"^ of 
the organization making the list, and. second, those occurring *mnng the 
personnel of other organizations. An extra carbon copy of that portion 
of the list containing entries of the first group will be made and sent 
immediately to the organization commander to enable him to prepare 
his Return of Casualties. Form 149. A.G.O. see below), or, if preferred 
the extia carbon copy for the organization commander may be made on 
Form 149, A.G.O. direct. An extra carbon copy of that portion of the list 
containing entries of the r**cond group will be made in like manner and 
immediately sent to the division surgeon in order that there may be at 
the headquarters of the division a check upon the names of men reported 
as missing in the casualty returns of the organizations to which they 
belong. 

Evacuation ambulance companies should include in their list of sick 
and wounded only such cases as pertain to their own personnel and such 
cases as may. under exceptional circumstances, fall into their hands without 
having been previously tagged by other sanitary formations. Hospital 
trains and hospital ships make complete lists in regular monthly form only 
of cases occurring among their own personnel and. in the case of a hospital 
ship, of cases admitted thereto for definitive treatment. 

Where patients are transferred from mobile organizations at the front 
to the line of communications, a nominal list of them should, if practicable, 
be prepared in duplicate by the transferring officer, the original of which 
should be receipted and returned to him by the receiving officer. Extra 
carbon copies of so much as may be pertinent of the transferring officer's 
regular list on Form 53 may be made for this purpose. Transfers from camp 
hospitals in the zone of the advance, should there be any such, will be ac- 
complished by regular transfer cards iFonn 52 ». The duplicates of the 
nominal lists mentioned, or the transfer cards i.Form 52, M.D.) as the case 
may be, furnished as above to an evacuation ambulance company, will 
be turned over to the evacuation hospital or other sanitary formation to 
which it delivers the patients. Similar disposition will be made by a hos- 
pital train or hospital ship of the nominal lists or transfer cards received by 
it. 

Should a hospital train or ship receive patients unaccompanied by 
nominal lists or transfer cards, the commanding officer of the train or ship 
will prepare, as soon as practicable, a nominal list of such patients on Form 
53 (separate and apart from his regulai monthly list of sick and wounded) 
for disposition as above provided. Should the preparation of such a list 
be impracticable he will list the patients who seem to be in danger of death 
so as to be able to report the necessary details, if death occurs. Should any 
of the cases be lost by death en route or by capture, etc.. he will without 
delay report the cases so lost, giving the date and nature of the loss to the 
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surgeon, base group, or, if the movement of tho sick and wounded is under 
the immediate direction of the Surgeon O.eneral, direct to him, forwarding 
with such report the transfer cards (if any have been received) of the patients 
so lost. In the case of sick and wounded necessarily left at a hospital 
other than the one designated to receive them, their transfer cards, or a 
nominal list, as the case may be, will be left with the commanding officer

1*3 Cases will be entered on Form 53 in the order of the dates on which 
they come under the observation or control of the military personnel of the 
command : or, if separated from the command by death, discharge, departure 
on sick leave, etc., not being at the time on the list, according to the dates 
of such separation. Casualties suffered on a single day during an engage- 
ment, as shown by the duplicate diagnosis tags, will be entered in two groups, 
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(1) those among members of the command and (2) those among members 
of other commands, each group in the following order: (a) killed; (6) 
wounded; (c) otherwise injured. In entering casualties incurred in action, 
only those should be included which have not been previously tagged by

(or day, at a station for slightly wounded) in the order of the serial number 
of the cases; the last sheet will be signed, the others initialed by the proper 
officer, and the list forwarded through medical channels to the Surgeon 
General, one copy being retained. An indelible pencil and carbon paper may 
be used in preparing the list. This form may be used for reporting 
casualties to the division surgeon, and to the commander of the organization 
immediately after an engagement, as well as for invoices or nominal lists 
of patients transferred from one command to another. 
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5. Return of Casualties. (Form 149, A.G.O.) 

This report is made after every action in which casualties have occurred, 
by the commanding officer of each independent organization. Casualties 
pertaining to the personnel of the organization making the report only 
should be included. Regimental surgeons furnish regimental commanders 
with the information necessary for the preparation of this report, the former 
officer sending to the regimental commander a carbon copy of the part 
of Form 53 pertaining to his command. 

This return is made in triplicate, after the close of each action, and will 
account for all casualties by name and figures. One copy of the return will 
be forwarded by the officer making it to his immediate superior commander, 
one copy will be sent by mail directly to the Adjutant General of the Army 
and one copy will be retained for file with the records of the organization. 

The commander of a division, corps, army, or department, will con- 
solidate these returns, in figures only, adding to such consolidation the 
casualties, by name and in figures, of the staff or detachment at his 
headquarters. 

6. Diagnosis Tags. 

During and after an engagement, diagnosis tags will be attached, as soon 
as practicable, to all sick, wounded, and dead and used in recording and 
reporting casualties. They are made out in duplicate, the original being 
attached to the clothing of the soldier, while the duplicate remains in the 
pad of tags carried by the person first attaching the tag. 

In the case of wounded, the primary purpose of this tag is to advise 
the medical officers, under whose observations the wounded successively 
come, of the treatment previously given at the several points of relief on 
the field or on the way to the rear. The tag is made out by the first medical 
officer or member of the enlisted personnel, who treats the man previous 
to admission to a hospital on the line of communications, it being un- 
necessary to tag a patient who is admitted to a hospital on the line of com- 
munications without- having been previously tagged. If the patient is badly 
hurt, the identification tag (worn about the neck of the soldier) may be 
utilized to obtain the necessary information, concerning his name, rank, 
organization, and serial number. The original diagnosis tag will be fastened 
to the clothing of the soldier, over the sternum or as hear it as possible, 
by means of the wire attached to the original tag. The dead found on the 
field will be tagged in each case by the Medical Department troops, who 
first reach the body, in order that other medical personnel may not lose 
time examining it, the tag being fastened as usual to the clothing. At the 
regimental aid stations, diagnosis tags will be attached to all wounded, while 
at the dressing stations these tags are applied to all wounded not previously 
tagged and supplemental entries made on the tags as required. At stations 
for slightly wounded, the same procedure is followed. 

In making out the tag, the following points should be noted. Before 
writing anything, tear out the tissue paper between each original (linen) 
and duplicate tag. Use a hard pencil in writing the data on the original tag, 
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the duplicate being made by impression from the carbon sheet between 
the original and duplicate tags. When the data is entered, tear 
out the carbon sheet. On the tag note the following: (1) Date, hour 
and station where wounded is tagged. (2) Name. This may be obtained 
from the soldier or from his identification tag. (3) Rank, regiment or 
corps, and serial number. (4) Diagnosis. Note essential facts concerning 
character of disease or injury, parts involved, fractures, etc. In the case of 
the dead found on the field, enter here, in lieu of the preceding, the words 
"Killed in action," if applicable, and the name of the place or battle 
field where found. (5) Treatment. Here note the dressing applied, the 
amount of stimulants or anodynes administered, and whether operation 
or treatment is urgently needed. If a tourniquet has been applied, note 
the exact time when this was placed. 

Detach original tag and affix to clothing over the sternum of the patient 
or as near to it as possible. If patient is able to walk, affix only the white 
body of the original tag to the clothing, leaving the blue border attached 
to the stub. If he is unable to walk, affix the entire original tag, including 
the blue border, to his clothing. 

Under "Supplemental Record" on the back of the original tag, record 
and sign the additional treatment given en route to hospital, indicating 
its nature and where and when it was given. If the patient dies en route, 
note the fact, time and place of death. Note the hospital where the patient 
was admitted for definitive treatment, or the disposition of the body. If the 
soldier is returned to the firing line from the aid station, or to his command 
from the station for slightly wounded, the dressing station or a field hospital, 
without having been admitted to the latter for definitive treatment, record 
that fact under this head. 

DISPOSITION OF ORIGINAL DIAGNOSIS TAGS 

(a) Those of wounded, who are returned from aid stations to the firing 
line without going farther to the rear, will be removed and retained by the 
regimental surgeon. 

(fe) Those of wounded, who are returned to their organizations direct 
from dressing stations or from the station for slightly wounded, are removed, 
upon their reporting for duty, and turned over to the surgeons of their 
several organizations, respectively. 

(c) Those of wounded, who are admitted to a field hospital and retained 
there for definitive treatment, are removed and forwarded to the division 
surgeon. Should the patients be transferred subsequently to the line of 
communications, they will not be retagged, but will be accompanied by 
transfer lists in regular form. 

(d) Those of wounded, who are being evacuated from the zone of the 
advance, will not be disturbed until the patients are admitted to a hospital 
on the line of communications, when the tags will be removed, stamped 
with the name of the admitting hospital, with date of receipt of patient, 
and forwarded to the division surgeon. 
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(e) Those of wounded, who die while in transit from the field to hospit&l, 
and the tags attached to the dead found on the field, will be removed when 
the bodies are prepared for interment or equivalent disposal, and will be 
sent, likewise, to the division surgeon. 

DISPOSITION OP DUPLICATE DIAGNOSIS TAGS 

(a) Those made out by the sanitary personnel of an organisation for 
the officers and soldiers of their own command will be retained by the surgeon 
of the organization, until forwarded with the monthly List of Sick and 
Wounded (Form 53, M.D.) to the Surgeon General. 

(b) Those made out for officers and soldiers of other commands will be 
transmitted, as soon as possible after the close of each day of an engagement, 
to the division surgeon, accompanied by the check list of sick and wounded. 










The Division Surgeon distributes, without delay, the diagnosis tags, 
received by him as above, to the senior medical officers of the commands to 
which the men tagged belong, so that they may be available in accounting 
for officers or soldiers, who would otherwise be carried as missing on the 
returns of the organizations. The senior medical officers retain both original 
and duplicate diagnosis tags, until the end of the current month, and then 
forward them with their List of Sick and Wounded to the Surgeon General. 

7. Sanitary Reports. (Form 50, M.D.) 

Supervision of the sanitation of a post or command is one of the most 
important duties devolving upon the surgeon. The surgeon of every post 
or command, under the direction of the commanding officer, will supervise its 
hygiene and recommend such measures as he may deem necessary to prevent 
or diminish disease. He will examine, at least once a month, the sanitary 
condition of the public buildings and grounds, the drainage, the sewerage, 
the condition of all sanitary appliances, including incinerators, sterilizers, 
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filters, and odorless excavators, the amount and potability of the water 
supply, the character and cooking of the food, including the quality of the 
milk and the condition of the dairies from which it is obtained, and the 
character and causes of prevailing diseases arid measures taken to prevent 
them. Immediately after such examination, he will report on Form 50, 
M.D., in writing to the commanding officer, noting, also, in his report the 
dates on which the prescribed semimonthly physical inspections for venereal 
diseases (as noted in Par. 198, M.M.D.) of the various organizations of the 
command were made, the number of new cases of venereal diseases which 
appeared in the command, the ratio of the same per 1000 of strength, and 
the number of venereal prophylactic treatments given, with such recom- 
mendations as he may deem proper. 

In making his reports, the medical officer should not render them in a 
purely perfunctory manner, but his watchfulness over sanitary conditions 
should be unremitting. Should he discover any defects therein, which are 
susceptible of correction by local authority, he should at once verbally 
report them to the commanding officer, recommending such immediate 
Temedial action as may be feasible. The medical officer must adapt his 
action on sanitary questions to the special necessities of each case, which 
he should invariably study from a practical standpoint. His first and chief 
efforts should be bent toward the correction of real sanitary faults, that is, 
faults which actually have produced or are likely to produce disease, rather 
than toward the correction of theoretical defects, which, though objection- 
able in principle, are nevertheless inert, have caused no sickness, and show 
no likelihood of causing any. This is especially important in the field, 
where theoretical perfection is unattainable. Hence, in recommending 
or directing corrective measures, the medical officer should take into account 
not only their suitability to the particular end in view, but, &lso, the dif- 
ficulty of procuring them. 

When the report is forwarded to the commanding officer, he should senjl 
it, through military channels, to the Adjutant General of the Army, noting 
thereon, by indorsement, his views and the action taken by him; should he 
deem the action recommended by the surgeon impracticable or undesirable, 
he will state his objections fully. The commanding officer will furnish 
the surgeon with a copy of his indorsement forwarding the report, in order 
that the surgeon may attach it to his retained copy of the report for the 
medical history. 

On the appearance of the first recognized case of typhoid fever, para- 
typhoid fever, smallpox, measles, diphtheria, cerebrospinal meningitis, or 
other epidemic disease at or near a military post or station, or command 
in the field, the senior medical officer will at once report the same, and the 
nature of and extent of the epidemic, to the commanding officer, sending, 
at the same time, a duplicate report direct to the department or division 
surgeon, and a triplicate direct to the Surgeon General. Should the out- 
break occur in a command, en route to a new station, whether by marching, 
by rail, or by water, the senior medical officer will make a similar report

M.D. When, however, there has been 
no important change and there are no readily preventable sanitary defects 
remaining uncorrected, it will not be necessary to report in full under each 
heading of the form. A general statement under each heading should be 
made, referring by date to the previous reports, which contain detailed 
information on the subject. 

While these reports on Form oO. M.D. are commonly used as the form 
of communication for suggestions requiring administrative action, the 
medical officer may. if he desires, make important recommendations the 
subject of a special sanitary report. The fact that such a special report 
has been rendered will lx^ referred to on the next monthly sanitary report, 
with a brief note as to its contents. 

When a regularly authorized sanitary inspector is present for duty with 
troops in the field, the monthly sanitary report ^Form 50, M.D.) is not 
made by the surgeons of regimental and other similar organizations. This 
report of the Sanitary Inspector is made on Form 50, M.D., modified if 
necessary to suit the case, and forwarded through the Division Surgeon 
to the commanding officer of the organization, who forwards it, as usual, 
to the Adjutant General. Further, at the end of every month, each sanitary 
inspector forwards to the Surgeon General, through military channels, 
a report of the inspections made by him during the month, indicating 
the sanitary defects, if any observed and the measures taken for their 
prevention, using Form 50, M.D., modified if necessary, for these reports. 

Sanitary inspectors, also, make inspections and reports upon the ad- 
ministration of the units of the various sanitary units, the efficiency, etc., 
of such units and the measures taken for handling the sick and wounded 
in the various commands. This report is made on Form 506, M.D., and 
will be discussed later in connection with the functions of the Sanitary 
Inspector. 

II. Supplies and Materials. 

The Supply Tables of the Manual for the Medical Department enumerate 
the medical supplies issued to the Army and the quantities and sizes of origi- 
nal packages. These supplies are selected for the military service, and it 
is believed that all necessary articles are included and that the quantities 
allowed are sufficient under ordinary circumstances. Requests for par- 
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ticular preparations, simply because they are agreeable to the taste or save 
trouble in compounding, will not be approved; nor will special preparations 
of a drug be furnished when one or more practically equivalent ones are on 
the supply table. The Medical Department will supply, from time to time, 
new remedies of determined therapeutic value. 

In preparing returns, requisitions, invoices, and receipts pertaining to 
medical and hospital supplies, the nomenclature, order of entry, classi- 
fication, and weights and measures of the supply table will be followed. 
To facilitate the handling of these papers, one line of writing only will be 
placed in each interlinear space. No letter of transmittal is required with 
them. 

Medical officers in charge of medical supply depots will furnish and 
distribute medical and hospital supplies for the Army according to instruc- 
tions given them, from time to time, by the Surgeon General. Purchases 
at posts or by officers not in charge of supply depots (except prescriptions 
purchased under the provisions of Army Regulations, and antitoxins 
purchased in cases of emergency as prescribed on page 250, M.M.D.) 
will not usually be made without special authority from the Surgeon General, 
or, in the Philippine Department, from the department surgeon. When 
the emergency is so great that there is not time to obtain special authority 
by mail through regular channels, application therefor may be made direct 
by telegraph. When it is impracticable to telegraph, small quantities 
of articles immediately needed to save life or prevent suffering and distress 
among the sick, may be purchased without advance authority. Vouchers 
for such unauthorized purchases will be forwarded without delay on Form 
330 or Form 330a, W.D., to the department surgeon, or, from a command 
under the immediate supervision of the War Department, to the Surgeon 
General unless otherwise directed by him. They must invariably be ac- 
companied by a letter explaining why the necessary articles were not on 
hand, and what the circumstances were which did not admit of requiring 
for them in the regular way or of making telegraphic application for authority 
to purchase them. Purchase vouchers must, also, be accompanied by one 
invoice of articles purchased, Form 12, M.D., a duplicate of which should 
be retained by the officer accountable for the property. 

Medical Supply Depots 

Officers in charge of medical supply depots will procure, safeguard, 
and issue medical and hospital supplies, as authorized and directed by com- 
petent authority. They will keep the following records and files (using 
the record card system) and turn them over to their successors: Of 
correspondence; of funds received and expended; of purchase orders 
given for medical and hospital supplies (including contracts); of articles 
received; of articles expended; of requisitions; of issues; of articles on hand; 
of invoices of packages turned over to the Q.M. Corps; of contents of pack- 
ages; and of employees. They will forward a property return on Forma

BASE MEDICAL SUPPLY DEPOT 

A medical supply depot will be established at the base. The officer 
in charge of this depot will prepare in quadruplicate a list of supplies re- 
quired, showing the maximum and minimum quantities of each article 
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which should l>c kept on hand in the depot, having due regard to the number 
of troops to lie supplied, the time required by the depot to replenish supplies, 
the character of the military operations in prospect, etc. In stating the 
minimum quantity of supplies the supply officer should include at least one 
Medical Reserve 1'nit (see par. 8(11, M.M.I).) for each division at the front, 
in addition to the supplies likely to he required by the sanitary formations 
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PURCHASES AND SERVICES OTHER THAN PERSONAL. 
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on the line of communications. Three copies of this list will be forwarded, 
through military channels, to the commander of the military forces. When 
approved, ihir ropy will lie retained at headquarters of the field commander, 
one wipy will be sent to the Surgeon General, and one copy will be returned 
to the officer in charge of the depot. 

When the supply on hand of any article exceeds or falls below 
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the specified maximum or minimum, the fact will be reported in writing 
to the commander of the line of communications and to the senior medical 
officer (division surgeon) on the staff of the commander of the field forces, 
with explanatory remarks. Stock to replace issues from these depots will 
be maintained without formal requisitions. When such replenishment is 
desired, single copies of the invoices on which supplies were issued, stamped 
"Replenishment requested" will be forwarded direct to the designated 
source of supply. Any articles shown on the invoice for which replenish- 
ment is not desired will be erased therefrom before the invoice is stamped 
and forwarded. Such stamped and forwarded invoices will be acted upon 
as if they were approved requisitions. 

Requisitions from the depot for other than the replenishment of issues, 
if within the limits of the maximum and minimum table, will be forwarded 
in 'duplicate to the surgeon, base group, who will modify them at his dis- 
cretion, forward one copy to the issuing depot in the home territory, and 
return the other copy to the base depot with his modifications, if any, 
noted thereon. Requisitions for supplies not provided for in the maximum 
and minimum table require the approval of the Surgeon General. In 
emergencies the surgeon, base group, may authorize local purchases to 
supply the immediate needs of the depots on the line of communications. 

ADVANCE MEDICAL SUPPLY DEPOT 

The stock on hand at this depot will be considered a part of the available 
supply of the base (jepot, as far as the table of maximum and minimum 
limits is concerned. Such maximum and minimum limits of stocks to be 
maintained at this depot will be determined by the commander of the line 
of communications on recommendation of the surgeon, base group, to whom 
any variation of stock above or below the prescribed limits will be reported 
at once. In making his recommendations the surgeon, base group, should 
include in the minimum quantity of supplies to be maintained at this depot 
at least one Medical Reserve Unit. Issues from this advance depot will be 
replenished from the base depot without formal requisition in the manner 
described above. Requisitions from the advance depot for supplies other 
than those required to replace issues will be forwarded in duplicate to the 
surgeon, base group, who will modify them at his discretion, send one copy 
to the base supply depot for issue and return the other copy to the advance 
depot. 

The advance depot is intended as a source of supply for troops in the 
aone of the advance and it should not, except in emergencies, be depleted by 
issues to evacuation hospitals, evacuation ambulance companies, and other 
units of the line of communications. The operation of this depot will, 
necessarily, be controlled by the military situation in the zone of the 
advance. If the troops are occupying defensive positions with little prob- 
ability of an immediate advance, the depot may be astablished in buildings, 
if they are available, or under canvas; if they are advancing, the depot 
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i»f troops on the line are normally replenished from the reserve

CARE AND CONSERVATION OF MEDICAL SUPPLIES

■ tvid: in) Medicine should be prcM'ribed only when there is a clear 

':-»n for its use. Soldier- very seldom require placebos; cheap ones 
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should be used if required at all. (b) Medicines should not be prescribed in 
large quantities. The quantity prescribed should not exceed the number of 
doses the officer writing the prescription expects the patient to take in the 
following 48 hours, (c) It is advisable to administer medicines in hospitals 
or dispensaries under supervision whenever possible, (d) Particular care 
should be taken to avoid the unnecessary administration of cocaine, quinine, 
and all preparations containing morphine or opium. The stocks of quinine 
and opium are very small at present and every effort should be made to 
conserve the supply of these important drugs. 

The attention of dental surgeons is invited to the fact that the following 
articles can usually be repaired. Before submitting these articles for 
condemnation, therefore, they should be carefully examined and, if found 
to be worthy of repair, authority should be requested to turn them into a 
medical supply depot. The articles referred to are the following: Hand- 
pieces, dental; engines, dental; lathes, dental; forceps; soldering and heating 
outfits; and all electrical appliances. 

All manufacturers of the country, who have the equipment to make 
field dressings, are making every effort to supply the requirements of the 
Army and Navy, but unless great care is exercised by Medical Officers, there 
will be a shortage. The following suggestions should be considered: (a) 
Never use '* field dressings*' if ••post" dressings are available. The latter 
cost much less and are easier to obtain. (6) Substitute absorbent cotton for 
absorbent gauze whenever possible ; the gauze looms of the country are now 
being worked to their full capacity, (c) The feasibility of laundering soiled 
dressings should be given careful consideration. 

It has been determined by prolonged study at the Medical Supply 
Depot in Manila that a most satisfactory method for keeping instruments, 
under conditions where rust is apt to interfere with the preservation of steel 
material, has been found in a solution of 20 per cent, formalin, saturated with 
borax. The immersion of the instruments in this solution has resulted most 
efficiently in the prevention of rust ; and its use is recommended to Medical 
Officers for .surgical instruments of all kinds, under conditions where rust 
factors are concerned. A repair shop at the New York Supply Depot makes 
it possible to do ordinary repairs to surgical instruments at that place and at 
diminished cost. Instruments should habitually be sent by mail, upon 
authoritv of this office. 

There is a serious shortage of all kinds of surgical instruments, and, 
although the manufacturers are making every effort, it will be many months 
before the requirements of the Army can be met. The situation as regards 
surgical needles is even worse. Practically no needles are made in this 
country and their importation from England has been curtailed. Arrange- 
ments have been made for producing them in this country. In view of the 
conditions outlined above, all Officers of the Medical Department will 
institute measures to conserve the present supply of surgical instruments 
and, thereby, prevent the occurrence of a shortage otherwise inevitable. 

The use of many non-essential drugs has become a habit. It, therefore, 
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behooves veterinary officers, prescribing drugs at public cost for public ani- 
mals, to revise their therapeutics and use only such drugs as are known to be 
valuable in an economic sense. The number of the latter is small. In 
making requisitions for drugs for veterinary use, the minimum, rather than 
the maximum, requirements should be estimated. There has been issued 
a standard supply table for use of the Veterinary Corps. The drugs listed 
therein are regarded as ample for veterinary practice. 

PROPOSALS AND CONTRACTS FOR SUPPLIES AND SERVICES 

The forms necessary for these purposes are not employed by the medical 
officer to any extent, so that they will be passed with mere mention of 
those prescribed for use by the Medical Department when occasion arises.

(/) Contract for Service as Nurse (43, M.D.). 
(g) Contract with Private Physician (44, M.D.). 

(h) Contract with Private Physician, special (44a, M.D.). 

1 . Requisitions for Medical, Dental and Veterinary Supplies. 

During the period of the war Annual Requisitions will be discontinhed. 
This eliminates, therefore, from the field of discussion the following Medical 
Department Forms: (a) Annual Requisition for Post Medical Supplies, 
Form 33, M.D.; (6) Annual Requisition for Dental Supplies, Form 36, 
M.D.; (c) Annual Requisition for Veterinary Supplies, (Form 34, M.D.). 

All requisitions for medical, dental, veterinary, and automobile supplies 
will be prepared on Form 35, M.D. It is not intended, nor is it desirable, 
to request all the items on the several supply tables, as given in the Manual 
for the Medical Department. The officer, who prepares the requisition, 
should request only such articles as he habitually prescribes and uses. As 
previously mentioned, an unlimited supply of medical materials cannot be 
obtained, and, if our troops abroad are to have an adequate supply, those at 
home must economize. 

Requisitions from organizations to complete their equipment will, 
hereafter, include all supplies needed under the Tables of Organization and 
the equipment tables, etc., of the different departments. One copy will 
be forwarded to the organization commander by the chief of the supply 
bureau concerned, showing action, and particularly noting which items 
will be supplied in France or at ports of embarkation. This copy will 
be presented by the organization commander to the inspector at Port of 
Embarkation as his authority for reporting his command equipped without 
the articles so noted (A.G.O. Feb., 1918). 

All requisitions for initial equipment and for replenishments for National 
Guard and National Army Camps should be forwarded direct to the Surgeon 
General's Office for approval. The requisitions, except in emergency, will 
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not he forwarded more frequently than once a month. Emergency re- 
quisitions may be forwarded at any time, but a full statement of the neces- 
sity must be entered under the column of " Remarks." 

All requests for supplies from organizations in or attached to Divisional 
Camps should be made to the Medical Supply Officer of this camp through 
the Division or Camp Surgeon. If a supply be not in stock, the several 
requisitions should be consolidated by the Medical Supply Officer and 
included in his monthly request for replenishment of supplies for his depot. 
These monthly requisitions should be forwarded to the Surgeon General's 
Office for action, except in cases of emergency, when application may be 
made by telegraph or small quantities of supplies procured locally to save 
life or prevent suffering, as outlined on page 355. All medical supplies 
will be invoiced to the Medical Supply Officer of the Camp, who will be 
responsible for their proper distribution to the troops or personnel of the 
command for which intended. During the present emergency, no instru- 
ments or appliances should be requested on requisition, which are not 
included in the list of "Staple Medical and Surgical Supplies, Part i." 

It is necessary that a separation be made of requests for Post Medical 
Supplies and those for Field Supplies, because of the difference in stock 
carried by Depots. All articles listed as post supplies and additional articles 
of that classification are properly placed on requisition for post medical 
supplies. Following the same plan, all articles of field supply should appear 
on a field requisition. The two requisitions should be rendered at the same 
time, to cover the* supplies necessary for the period. Veterinary supplies 
and dental supplies should, also, be requested on separate requisitions. 
It is directed that amounts indicated in the "On Hand" column shall 
include the amount of each item due on approved pending requisitions, 
in addition to the quantities actually on hand. 

On account of present conditions of supply and, also, for the reason 
that certain unobtainable articles are occasionally asked for on requisitions, 
the following statements are noted from Supply Letters 1 to 24, Surgeon 
General's Office. (1) Acid, picric, and Benzine. Under the rules pro- 
mulgated by the Interstate Commerce Commission for the transportation 
of explosives and other dangerous articles, picric acid, "Dry" is classed 
as a "High Kxplosive. " When "Wet" with 20 per cent, water, it is still 
so dangerous that it can only be shipped under special restrictions and at a 
prohibitive cost. It should not be requested, except under the most 
extreme emergency, and. in case it is obtainable locally, authority for local 
purchase should be requested. Benzine, from its inflammable nature, 
is also dangerous and should be procured locally if possible. (2) Argyrol 
and Protarijol, substitutes for. Argyrol and Protargol have become very 
expensive and equivalent substitutes will be issued therefor. Narvol and 
Silver Xucleinate have been examined at the Armv Medical School and the 
Walter Heed Ceneral Hospital and have been found to be equal to Argyrol 
in bactericidal action and effect upon the mucous membranes. Progentum 
and Silver Proteinate have also been examined and are considered suitable 
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substitutes. These, or other satisfactory substitutes, such as Silvol, will, 
therefore, be used, unless Argyrol is especially desired for eye work, in 
which case it should be so stated on the requisition. (3) Biological Products. 
The following is a list of biological products furnished from the Army Medi- 
cal School: Typhoid vaccine; Paratyphoid "A" and "B" vaccine; Triple 
typhoid vaccine; Vaccine against Strangles and the Complication of In- 
fluenza in Horses; Gonococcus vaccine; Staphylococcus vaccine; Staphylo- 
coccus-acne vaccine; Streptococcus vaccine. The following agglutinating 
sera for diagnostic purposes are furnished: Typhoid; Paratyphoid "A;" 
Paratyphoid "B;" Dysentery, Flexner; Dysentery, " Y;" Dysentery, Shiga; 
Cholera; Melitensis; Pneumococcus, Type I; Type II; and Type III; 
Meningococcus, polyvalent, normal, intermediate A, intermediate B, 
and Parameningococcus. The following vaccines and sera are authorized 
for human use: Triple typhoid vaccine; Smallpox vaccine; Anti-anthrax 
serum; anti-meningitis serum, in packages containing 2-15 cc. vials; 
anti-pneumococcic serum, 50 and 100 cc. vials; antistreptococcic serum, 50 
and 100 cc. vials; diphtheria anti-toxin, 1000, 5000, and 10,000 units; 
and tetanus anti-toxin, 1500, 3000, and 5000 units. On account of the low 
price at which the biological products are sold to the Government, the 
manufacturers do not replace time expired products. When for any reason 
a larger stock is on hand than appears to be needed, directions as to its 
disposition will be obtained from the Commandant, Army Medical School, 
upon application to him direct, stating date of receipt of the vaccine. 
Stock over four months old will be destroyed when a new supply has been 
received. In view of the above, all biological products will, in the future, 
be invoiced, receipted and accounted for the same as other medical supplies. 
Medical officers are cautioned to' exercise the greatest economy in the use of 
this material. Medical officers, who have on hand a greater quantity of 
triple typhoid vaccine than is required for immediate use, should notify 
the Commandant of the Army Medical School 30 days prior to the expira- 
tion da,te, so that it can be shipped to some other point where it may be 
needed and its loss be avoided. Any biological supplies, which have become 
worthless on account of deterioration, should be placed before a surveying 
officer for his action, in order to determine the responsibility for the loss 
resulting from failure to comply with these instructions. (4) Electrical 
Apparatus. Owing to the fact that requisitions for electrical apparatus 
for use with the electrical current available at the hospital frequently fail to 
specify the kind of current on which the apparatus is to be used, all requests 
for such apparatus will specify the type of current (A.C. or D.C.), voltage, 
cycle, and phase. (5) Hand-ax Carriers. When making requisition to the 
Ordnance Department for Hand-axes, Hand-ax Carriers should also be 
requested, as they are not supplied by the Medical Department. (0) 
Heroin i H ydrochloridum . No additional purchases of this drug will be made, 
hence do not make requisition for it. (7) Ichthyol. This is practically 
unobtainable. Ichthyogrn, ichthytar or other sul>stitutes will be supplied 
instead. Requisitions should call for ichthyol or equivalent. (8) Hypo- 
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dermic X reditu. I treat care should be taken to specify the particular 
syringe* for which these needles are required. They should be made to i& 
as long as possible. i9» Hair Pencils. These are now unobtainable. Sub- 
stitutes should be improvised. Do not report shortage in issues to i&uing 
officer. (10) Petrolatum Liuuidum and Russian Oil. The standard Liquid 
Petrolatum <>t the supply table is a pure refined product and will answer 
all purposes indicated by the heavy Russian Oil. (11) Potassium Pr- 
manaanate. This item is. at present, practically unobtainable and will 
no longer be supplied. ( \'2) Oiled Silk. The purchase of oiled silk L« to be 
discontinued. Oiled paper will be issued instead. 

Instructions for Preparing Form 35, M.D. 

This Form is used for all requisitions, at the present time, for all medical 
dental, veterinary, or automobile supplies, whether for Post or Field Service. 
It is not used as an annual, quarterly, or emergency requisition, as was die 
case prior to the present emergency, but is filled out as occasion requires, 
but not more frequently than once a month, except in emergencies, when 
full explanations must be made of the special conditions demanding the 
emergency requisition. It is prepared in triplicate by the commanding 
oilicer. or Medical Supply Officer of the organization and all three copies 
are forwarded to the Surgeon (ieneral for approval. From this office, one 
copy is sent to the Supply Pepot designated to issue the goods, one copy 
is returned to the organization commander or supply officer, and one copy 
is retained in the office of tin* Surgeon ( ieneral. With posts or other organi- 
zations, serving under a department commander, these requisitions for 
medical supplies are prepared in quadruplicate and forwarded to the depart- 
ment surgeon. This officer approves or changes the requisition as he deems 
best, retains one copy for his files and forwards the others direct to the 
Surgeon (Ieneral with his recommendations indorsed thereon. In this 
latter office, the requisitions are handled, in this case, just as though they 
had come direct to the office without intervention of the department com- 
mander. As previously mentioned, all requests for supplies from organiza- 
tions in or attached to Divisional Camps should be made upon the Medical 
Supply Officer of this camp, through the Division or Camp Surgeon. As 
far as possible, requisitions should be limited to the articles given in the 
various supply tables, using the nomenclature, order of entry, classification, 
etc., of these tables. Requisitions for supplies not covered by the supply 
tables must, in all cases be forwarded to the Surgeon General for his action. 
In making requisitions for the initial equipment of an ambulance or field 
hospital company, the supply officer of the ambulance or hospital section, 
or the commanding officer of each organization, should require for "One 
ambulance company equipment (Par. 874, M.M.D.)" or u One field hospital 
equipment (Par. 879, M.M.I).)." Separate articles of equipment "C," 
pertaining to these or other sanitary organizations, are obtained, by the 
Unit Supply Officer on approved requisitions upon the proper department 
for issue of the equipment desired for replacement. This method of obtaining 
replenishment of equipment "0 " has been discussed in detail on page 290. 
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Medical supplies for troops in the theater of operations, except when 
replenishment is obtained by front line organizations from units in the 
rear without requisition or invoice or when direct transfer is ordered by the 
division surgeon, will be required for on Form 35, M. D., prepared in duplicate. 
Those from divisional troops will be forwarded to the division surgeon. 
This officer will modify them at his discretion, and, if the requisition as 
approved is within the limits of prescribed allowances for the organizations, 
forward the originals to the most convenient depot for issue. If the requisi- 
tions, as approved, call for articles in excess of the allowances, they will 
be forwarded to the surgeon, base group, for his action. Requisitions 
from sanitary formations on the line of communications will be forwarded 
through medical channels to the surgeon, base group, who will modify 
them at his discretion and forward the original to the most convenient 
depot for issue. In all cases, the duplicate copy of the requisition will 
be returned to the office of origin with modifications, if any, noted thereon. 
In emergencies, medical supplies may be issued to evacuation ambulance 
companies and evacuation hospitals on requisitions approved by the surgeon, 
advance group. 

Requisitions for Blank Forms. (Form 37, M.D.) 

Requisitions for these blanks for the use of troops under the jurisdiction 
of a department commander will be made on Form 37, M.D., on the basis 
of a six months' supply for posts or of a one month's supply for troops in 
the field, and be forwarded to the department surgeon, who will alter them 
as he deems appropriate and refer them to the proper medical supply 
depot for issue. Troops under the immediate jurisdiction of the War 
Department will forward requisitions direct to the Surgeon General. Blank 
forms for the use of troops not under the jurisdiction of a department com- 
mander, operating with a tactical command mobilized for field service, 
will be procured by requisition on the chief medical officer of the command 
for issue from his emergency reserve (see Par. 885, M.M.D.), or from the 
proper depot. Blank forms of other staff departments will be procured 
from the department concerned. 

2. Transfer of Medical Supplies. 

In ordinary transfers of medical supplies, the transferring officer forwards 
invoices (Forms 23, 24, 28, or 31) in duplicate, one to the Surgeon General 
and one to the receiving officer. The latter will promptly, upon completion 
of the transfer, forward receipts (Forms 23, 24, 28, or 31) in duplicate, 
on to the Surgeon General and the other to the transferring officer. A 
packer's list (Form 32, M.D.) will, if necessary, be furnished by the trans- 
ferring officer. Should the property be turned over to a Depot Quarter- 
master by the Medical Supply Officer, invoices, on Form 19, M.D., of the 
packages and general contents thereof will be forwarded as above and 
receipts will be correspondingly returned. All supplies shipped will bear the 
name of the consignor as well as that of the consignee. 

In cases in which complete transfer of medical property occurs, the 
receiving officer, instead of giving separate receipts, will receipt for the 
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property transferred on the final return, both original and duplicate (Form 
17r * of his predecessor ^see below for these forms). The transferring offica 
will. at once, forward the original return, so receipted, to the Surgeon 
(Icnend and retain the duplicate for his own files, being retained with the 
record> of the unit or hospital. 

( Jreat eare should he exercised, before receipting for cases of instruments, 
micro>copes, and other property of similar character not enumerated on 
the property returns in detail, to ascertain that the full contents of such 
case** are present and in pood order. Incomplete cases will be receipted 
for as sueh and a list of missing articles will accompany the receipt, in order 
t hat the proper ollieer may he held accountable for the deficiency. Receipt* 
without remark for eases of instruments and similar property will be con- 
Milered a> evidence that they are complete and in accordance with the lists 
of contents marked in the cases or as given in the supply table, and the 
receiving ollieer will be held responsible therefor (in this connection 
>ee page 'JSO-. The transferring officer will enter on his invoices, and the 
receiving ollieer on his receipts, the condition of all articles not serviceable. 
Medical otlieers will report to the Surgeon General and to the transferring 
ollieer all defect* observed in the quality, quantity, or packing of medical 

supplier. 

In all cases, where the quantity or quality of items received from a medical 
supply depot ditYer> from the invoice covering such shipments (either over- 
dehvery or shortage 1 , or whenever supplies are received without invoice, the 
Medical Supply ( Mlicer making the shipment should immediately be informed 
regaiding the discrepancy, in order that the matter may be promptly and 
>ati>factorily adjusted. " Numerous cases have occurred in which officers, 
on receipt y>\ property, part of which is missing, have altered the receipt 
by striking out the articles not received. The proper procedure in such 
ca>e-. where property is not received within a reasonable time, is to call 
for the action of a surveying officer. Testimony from the issuing officer 
should in all eases he called for and taken into consideration before conclu- 
sions are reached bv the surveving officer. In this connection attention is 
called to the provisions of law that when a transportation company accepts 
property for transportation, it becomes responsible for its safe delivery 
and is not to be relieved of such responsibility on account of faulty packing. 
Tnless the issuing officer is found to be responsible for the shortage, the 
receiving officer should receipt in full for the property issued and use the 
Report of Survey as a voucher for dropping the missing articles from his 
return of medical property, and the value of the lost or damaged property 
should be charged to the transportation company." (Supply Letters, 1 to 

23, s.r..o.) 

In the transfer of Medical Property Form 23 (Transfer of Post Medical 
Supplies, both invoice and receipt), Form 24 (Transfer of Field Medical 
Supplies, both invoice and receipt), and Form 31, (Transfer of Dental 
Supplies, both invoice and receipt) may be used for transfer of large 
quantities of such supplies. These forms contain, as printed lists, the items

upon completion of the transfer . v iipon receipt and checking of the goods), 
sign the receipt < :-.nd promptly forward them, one to the Surgeon General 
and the other t« » the issuing officer. The names of the articles, as they ap- 
pear on this form. >houhl follow the nomenclature, order of entry, and 
classification shown in the Supply Tables of the Manual for the Medical 
Department. If the transferring officer ships the articles himself or from 
a Medical Supply Depot, a Packer's List, Form 32, M.D., will accompany 
the invoices. If the goods are turned over by the Medical Supply Depot 
to the Quartermaster Corps for shipment, Form 19, M.D., will be filled 
out and the receipt of the Q.M. Corps kept for reference. The name of 
the officer signing the paper should, in all cases, be typewritten under his 
signature, or in the brief of the voucher, unless the signature is clearly 
legible. Articles must be entered upon all requisitions, invoices and receipts, 
as well as property returns, in the following order: (1) All articles of regular 
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issue in accordance with the arrangement of the supply table; (2) Additional 
articles as follows: a Drugs, medicines and antiseptics; (6) Stationery; 
(ei Miscellaneous hospital supplies: \,d; Surgical instruments and appliances; 
(e< Laboratory supplies, including chemicals; (/) X-ray supplies. 

3. Returns erf Medical Prope r ty. (.Forms 17, 17a, 176, and 17c, M.D.) 

Medical officers will take up and account for all medical property of the 
Army, which comes into their possession. If it is property with which 
they have not been formally charged i,as. for instance, property found) they 
will report, if possible, to whose account it is to be charged. Members of the 
Dental and Veterinary Corps will follow a amilar course. No medical 
property will he accounted for as on hand, at the end of the accounting 
period, unless the same is actually on hand. Medical property expended, 
lost, or destroyed, must be dropped accordingly, and credit therefor claimed 
by certificate or affidavit. If the evidence is considered satisfactory by 
the Surgeon General, the credit will be allowed as claimed; if not satis- 
factory, the accountable officer will be required to refund the value of the 
property. It is very necessary that all property be transferred before the 
accountable officer is separated from it. 

" The attention of all Medical Officers is invited to the fact that a great 
amount of extra and seemingly unnecessary work has been caused in the 
examination of returns of Medical property, due to the following causes: 
(a) Failure to forward promptly invoices of property issued, or receipts 
for property received: tfc» Failure to number properly all vouchers pertaining 
to the return: ic) Failure to arrange articles on returns and vouchers in the 
same order and under the same name as shown in the Manual for the Medical 
Department: (tf» Failure of Medical Officers to retain accountability for 
litters with slings, which are in the hands of Company Commanders; (e) 
Failure of Medical Officers of Militia properly to transfer to the Property 
and Disbursing Officer of tin* respective States, or otherwise account by 
proper voucher for. the property in possession of the organization on muster 
out ; (0 Failure to show shortage in unite on the slips of the return carrying 
such units: (:/) Failure of officers signing receipts for medical property, who 
are not themselves accountable officers, to follow their signatures with the 

words 'For and in the absence of ' (naming the accountable officer) ; 

(/<) Failure to check over units carefully before receipting for them; (f) 
Failure to give the name of the issuing officer on the brief of receipt for 
medical property; (j) Failure to leave blank on briefs of invoices the lines 
intended for the name and rank of the officer to whom medical property is 
issued. The two lower lines should be filled in by the issuing officer." 
(Supply Letters 1 to 23, S.G.O.) The Supply Officer on duty with ambu- 
lance sections and with field hospital sections should be accountable for all 
property in those sections, whether medical, quartermaster, or ordnance. 
This property should be held by organization commanders on memorandum 
receipt. 

In preparing and keeping this return of medical property, the following 
instructions will be followed: (1) Officers will immediately take up on their 
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medical property returns all property of the Medical Department, which 
comes into their possession. They will render their returns therefor at 
the times prescribed (when required or on being transferred). The return 
will be prepared in duplicate, the original on Forms 17, 17a, and 17c, 
to be forwarded direct to the Surgeon General; the duplicate, on Forms 17, 
176, and 17c, to be retained. (2) For evey article coming into possession, 
one Form 17a and one 176 will be at once filled out. The entries may be 
made with indelible pencil on Form 17a and carried through to Form 176 
by carbon paper. The name of the article, and the unit of designation 
(indicating the size and quantity of containers) will be entered at the lower 
margin. In the case of microscopes, safes, typewriters, motor ambulances, 
sterilizers, and similar appliances, the names of the manufacturers, and the 
manufacturers serial numbers, should be specified, either in the lower margin 
or elsewhere on the slip as may be convenient. The edition or date of 
publication of medical books should also be noted. The names of articles, 
which are listed in the supply table, will be written as they appear therein. 
In the case of any other article, if its name comprises two or more words, 
the distinctive noun will be placed first. The number or quantity of the 
articles on hand at last return or received from predecessor will be debited 
at the top. Those received by purchase, transfer, etc., from time to time, 
will be at once debited opposite the proper dates and voucher numbers. 
The number or quantity of expenditures will be credited at appropriate 
times or intervals under " expended." No vouchers will, ordinarily, be 
required for the expenditure of expendable articles by medical officers 
with troops. Should expenditures be excessive, explanations of their neces- 
sity will be called for. Expenditures at depots will be vouched on Form 
18, M.D. Articles issued, transferred, destroyed, sold, etc., will be at once 
credited under "otherwise" opposite the proper dates and voucher numbers. 
Vouchers for property received and disposed of will be numbered serially, 
both debit and credit vouchers in one series. Credit for complete transfer 
of all property on hand, as shown by the final entries in the "balance" 
column, will be allowed without separate voucher, upon the transferee's 
receipt exhibited on Form 17c. "Balances" will be cast from time to time 
as debits and credits are entered. (3) Remarks and explanations con- 
cerning any article may be made on the face of the slip, or, if space does 
not permit, on the back. Entries showing where the property on hand is 
located may be made on the back of the retained slip. Additional slips 
may be used if one is insufficient. (4) Pending the close of its period, the 
return will be kept on the authorized file boards, the slips 17a and 176 
being mounted in pairs, the 176 slips underneath. Slips for articles on the 
supply tables will be arranged both on the file board and on the return in the 
order in which the articles appear therein. Slips for additional articles will 
follow in three groups: First, books; second, medicines and antiseptics; 
and third, all others, the slips under each group arranged in alphabetical 
order according to their distinctive nouns. (5) At the close of the ac- 
countable period, and at such other times as may be convenient or necessary, 
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Unserviceable Property. — It is noted from many reports of survey and 
inspection reports that Medical Property is being quite extensively de- 
stroyed. It is desired that such property, any part of which can be utilized 
in the manufacture of other articles or supplies, be turned into a depot. 
The articles may have no saleable value at a particular post, camp or 
station, and, yet, a material part of it may be of value in the manufacture 
of other articles or in the repair of articles of like character. There will

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be established at several places in the United States hospitals for the training 
of disabled soldiers, in which damaged and unserviceable articles can be 
reworked or repaired, or other articles made out of the material. It is in- 
tended to send to such hospitals this material for use in various ways, in 
the training of such disabled soldiers, and to prevent the total loss of more or 
less serviceable material. (Supply letters, 1 to 23, S.G.O.)

of the disposition of unserviceable property, in connection with the Recla- 
mation Officer of the Q.M. Corps, see page 310. 

Sales of Property. — When medical property is sold, the officer responsible 
therefor will pay the necessary authorized expenses of the sale, if any, 
out of the proceeds, taking proper vouchers for such payments, and will 
deposit the balance, without delay, and if possible on or before the last day 
of the month during which he receives the proceeds, with the nearest 
U. S. depositary, to the credit of the Treasurer of the United States. Im- 
mediately upon making the deposit he will notify the Surgeon General 
by letter direct of such action, giving the date of the sale and the amount of 
the proceeds of the articles sold on each date. 

Within 10 days after the end of the month during which he receives 
the proceeds of the sales he will render to the Surgeon General direct an 
account current (Form 3206 or Form 320, W.D.) debiting himself 
thereon under the proper heading with the net proceeds of the sales and 
crediting himself with the amount deposited. He will insert the proper 
heading, that is the designation of the fund to which the proceeds go (as 
shown in Par. 510, M.M.D.) in one of the blank spaces provided at the top 
of the ruled columns. He will forward, with his account, an exhibit in 
duplicate of the articles sold as follows: First, in the case of a sale of con- 
demned property at auction or on sealed proposals, if there were any ex- 
penses attending the sale, the exhibit will be made on Form 325, W.D., 
and be accompanied by the vouchers for the expenses of sale; if there were no 
expenses, the exhibit will be made on either Form 325 or on Form 322, W.D., 
the exhibit being accompanied by a copy of or a suitable extract from the 
inventory and inspection report; second, in the case of sales of medicines 
to civilians, the exhibit will be made out on Form 322a, W.D.; third, in 
the case of other authorized sales, the exhibit will be made on Form 322, 
W.D., a duplicate of the account and a triplicate of the exhibit being re- 
tained by the officer.

* ...*.. the lecciNiug ward of the hospital, the Morning Report of Sick 
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(Form 71, M.D.), should be made out and signed by the senior medical 
officer and forwarded to the adjutant of the command. 

One line will be filled out for each separate company or detachment 
comprised in the command, if they have men sick in hospital, and each 
column will be footed for each day opposite the word "Total" placed in the 
column " Company and Regiment or Corps." On the line immediately 
below the total for each date, the medical officer will sign the report, using 
one line only for his signature and title. This report gives a detailed account 
of the admissions from each organization, of the disposition of the men 
disposed of, and the number remaining in hospital on each day of the report. 

The adjutant, to whom this report is sent as soon as possible after "Sick 
Call," uses the data hereon contained, in conjunction with the company 
morning reports (Form 332, A.G.O.), in preparing his "Consolidated 
Morning Report," Form 336, A.G.O., which is sent to the post, regimental, 
or division commander, as the case may be. After this report has served 
its purpose at headquarters of the command, the adjutant will enter in the 
proper columns in the total line for the day the strength of the command 
for the day present and absent as shown by his Consolidated Morning Report 
separately for officers and enlisted men (white, colored, Filipinos, Porto 
Ricans, and Indian Scouts) and will then return the report to the medical 
officer. The completed reports will be preserved for a period of one year, 
unless the command is sooner discontinued, when they will be destroyed. 

2. Admission and Distribution of Patients. 

Upon his admission to hospital, a patient will first be taken to the 
receiving ward, if there is one, or to the office, where his register card (Form 
52, M.D.) will be started, the available data being filled in at that time and 
the ward to which he is assigned being noted on the back. There will, also, 
be entered on a clinical record brief, Form 55a, M.D., the patient's name 
and serial number, rank, organization, etc., the diagnosis on the transfer 
card, if one is received, and the designation of the ward to which he is 
assigned. This form will accompany the patient to the ward and will 
be the wardmaster's authority for his admission thereto. The diagnosis 
of the case will be furnished to the office by the ward surgeon with the next 
morning report of the ward. 

In the larger hospitals, the officer of the day will examine and admit 
all incoming patients. If the officer of the day is temporarily unavailable, 
the non-commissioned officer on duty in the receiving office will notify the 
adjutant of the arrival of patients, and the adjutant will act in his stead 
or designate another officer to act temporarily as substitute for the officer 
of the day. In no case will a patient be admitted and assigned to a ward 
until he has been seen and examined by the officer of the day or some 
regularly designated substitute. The chiefs of the medical and surgical 
services, respectively, will bo responsible for the proper administration of 
their departments. They will assign the ward surgeons to their duties 
and will see that patients are admitted to suitable wards and that they 
receive proper care and treatment. They will visit and inspect their wards 
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Form 7« 
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from the registrars office, and, upon their delivery to the patient, obtain 
his receipt, which will be returned to the registrar's office for filing. 

The Boiled clothing of patients will be washed, before it is put away, 
as a part of the hospital laundry. When there is reason to suspect that the 
clothing is infected, such measures of disinfection as may be necessary to 
protect the command will be taken and the accounts for the expenses 
incident thereto will be forwarded on Form 330, W.D., for settlement. In- 
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form 15 
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fected clothing and other articles, which can be immersed in boiling water 
or otherwise disinfected without material injury, should be disinfected and 
not burned. Articles destroyed to prevent contagion must be accounted 
for by the affidavit of the officer responsible. 

Public property brought into the hospital by the patient will also be 
listed in duplicate on property cards, Form 75, M.D. If the disability is so 
slight as to require treatment for a few days only, the property will be kept 
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intact, tagged, and restored to him upon return to duty, taking his receipt 
therefor; otherwise, it will, if practicable, be turned over at once to his com- 
manding officer whose receipt should be obtained. If such transfer is 
not practicable, the following action will be had: (1) The medical officer 
will take up on his return the medical property in the soldier's possession 
and forward his receipt therefor to the accountable officer. (2) If the medi- 
cal officer is accountable for quartermaster or ordnance property, as the 
supply officer in the larger hospitals is under the Unit Accountability 
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System, he will take up on his proper returns all property belonging to 
these departments brought in by the patient; otherwise, he will transfer 
such property to the nearest representative of these departments, whose 
receipts therefor should be obtained. (3) The patient's commanding officer 
will be immediately notified by mail of the action taken. 

Hospital clothing will be worn by patients only during their stay in 
hospital. Each article will be marked as hospital property. When very 




sick soldiers are transferred from one hospital to another, the hospital 
clothing necessary for their comfort may be sent with them, properly 
invoiced, and accompanied by a check list, giving the names of the men in 
whose possession it is. This prevision includes crutches and similar articles. 
Upon the discharge from service of men permanently disabled, they may 
retain their surgical appliances then in their use which are necessary for 
their comfort and safety. The accountable officer will drop the same 
from his next return, submitting a certificate explaining the circumstances 
as a voucher. 
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4. Mess Management. 

The food supplies for the hospital personnel and patients consist of 
rations issued by the Q.M. Corps, either in kind or by commutation, Form 
223, Q.M.C. being used for drawing the rations for the hospital personnel, 
while Form 351, W.D., is used as a voucher on which to collect commutation 
for the sick, nurses, prisoners, etc. ; of articles purchased with or derived from 
the hospital fund, and of products of the hospital garden. The commanding 
officer of the hospital maintains constant watchfulness over the messes, 
inspecting them frequently, and keeps a close watch on the mess account 
to see that it is showing a proper balance between income and expense. 
Each hospital mess should be put under the immediate charge of a competent 
non-commissioned officer, who will be held responsible for the proper running 
of the mess and for proper care and preservation of the food. 

Each ward surgeon will, every morning, immediately after the first 
round of his ward, fill out a diet card, Form 73, M.D., covering the require- 
ments of his patients for the coming 24 hours. Bills of fare for light diet, 
regular diet, and liquid diet should be made out and posted in the wards 
and kitchens. Additional articles not included in these diets are to be 
ordered for special cases only. The diet cards for the hospital personnel 
will be made out at the office and signed by the surgeon. All the cards 
will be promptly turned over to the mess officer in season for his action 
toward the preparation of the day's dinner. He will issue to the kitchen 
the supplies required by the diet cards and will inform the cook how they are 
to be prepared. Additional cards for newly admitted patients or newly 
arrived personnel should be made out promptly when necessary and sent 
to the mess officer for his guidance. 

A Mess Account, Form 74, M.D., will be kept by the non-commissioned 
officer in charge of mess. It should be filed at the end of every month with 
the retained hospital fund papers for that month. When there is more 
than one hospital mess a monthly consolidated mess account on this form for 
the entire hospital will be kept in the hospital office, the noncommissioned 
officers in charge of the several messes being required to report daily 
the data therefor. The mess account is not a cash account and is not 
intended as a record of cash paid out or cash received. It is rather a state- 
ment of liabilities incurred and earnings made each day. The columns for 
" Purchases' ' are to show the amounts purchased each day, whether paid 
for or not at the time of purchase; also the amounts of gratuities earned each 
day. The column u Income" is to show the amount accruing to the 
Hospital Fund each day on account of commutation of rations, whether 
the same is paid or not; also amounts accruing to the Fund from other 
sources, e.g., from savings on rations drawn in kind, to be entered as the 
amounts saved and ascertained, post exchange dividends, as the same are 
declared, proceeds of sales of Hospital Fund property, as the sales are made, 
etc. Income from commutation should be entered in black ink; income 
from other sources in red. The column "Obligations" is for the daily 
total of the columns for " Purchases." The " Gain on day " is the difference 
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food supplies. The commanding officer of the hospital should inspect 
this record frequently, with a view of keeping constantly informed in this 
respect. Hospital charges at the Army and Navy General Hospital, Hot 
Springs, Ark., and at the General Hospital, Fort Bayard, New Mex., are 
governed by special regulations made from time to time. Subsistence 
charges for patients in other Army hospitals, except field hospitals, will be as 
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subsistence charges for officers of the Army will be the same as the commu- 
tation rate prescribed for enlisted personnel (60 cents); for the other two 
classes, that rate plus 10 cents a day. While sick in hospital, the ration of 
enlisted men, of applicants for enlistment, of civilian employees who are 
entitled to subsistence at public expense, and of prisoners will be com- 
muted at the rate of 60 cents a ration, except that at stations, posts, or 
commands where the Q.M. Corps carries no stock of sales articles the rate 
shall be 75 cents a ration. The ration of members of the Nurse Corps, while 
on duty in hospital, will be commuted at the same rate. The commutation 
will be paid to the surgeon by the post Q.M. or such officer of the Q.M. Corps 
as may be designated. The commutation rate for enlisted personnel on duty 
with the hospital is the same as that paid to the personnel of other organi- 
zations. At the present time this is 46 cents, but varies from time to time, 
as the value of the ration increases or decreases. 

5. Dispensary Management 

All prescriptions will be written in the metric system. They will be 
placed on file in three separate files as follows: (1) Prescriptions for alcohol 
or alcoholic liquors and for medicines containing opium or any of the salts, 
derivatives or preparations of opium or coca leaves; (2) Prescriptions for 
civilians which do not include articles of the preceding class; (3) All other 
prescriptions. These files will be subject to inspection at all times by 
inspectors and post commanders. In connection with file (1) a record will 
be kept of the dispensary receipts and expenditures of each article specified 
therein, being made on Form 17a, M.D., adapted as may be necessary to 
the purpose, unless otherwise authorized by the Surgeon General (see page 
380). A separate slip will be kept for each form in which the liquor or drug 
is supplied, the date of receipt thereof from the storeroom being noted in 
the left-hand column and the amount, in the proper metric unit, being 
entered in the debit column. The expenditures will be noted by entering 
the prescription number in the left-hand column and the amount expended 
in compounding the prescription in the credit column. At least once a 
month, the slips will be balanced and the quantities remaining on hand 
verified by a medical officer and the facts noted over his signature. Active 
poisons, alcohol, alcoholic liquors, and all habit-forming drugs will be kept 
under lock and key in a separate closet. 

Civilian employees of the Army stationed at military posts may purchase 
medical supplies when prescribed by a medical officer. Medicine charges for 
employees not in hospital will be as follows : In ordinary cases, 25 cents for each 
prescription ; in the case of rare and expensive medicines, dressings, appliances, 
etc., at such increased rate, to be determined by the surgeon, as will reimburse 
the United States their cost. Medicine charges for civilian employees in 
hospital are fixed at 25 cents a day. The method of handling the money 
and accounting of this money received as above is discussed on page 393. 

6. Issue of Property.

The hospital fund is regarded as a company fund and is applicable 
generally to similar purposes, in the interest of the Enlisted Personnel 
attached thereto, of the sick under treatment, and of members of the Nurse 
Corps on duty therein. The officer commanding the hospital will, ordi- 
narily, be the custodian of the hospital fund, but when specially authorized 
by the Surgeon General, he may turn it over to a commissioned assistant. 
The custodian will be held to a personal accountability for the loss of any 
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portion of the hospital fund not deposited and locked in the hospital safe 
or deposited in a bank. This fund will be audited by the hospital council, 
the three senior officers on duty therein, at the end of eyery month and when 
the custodian is relieved from its custody. 

The custodian of the Hospital Fund will, within five days after its 
audit forward a Statement thereof on Form 49, M.D., to the department 
Hiii-genii (if the command to which it pertains is subject to the orders of a 
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department commander), to the division surgeon (if the command is a part of 
a mobilized division), or to the surgeon, base group (if the command is under 
the orders of the CO. of a line of communications), or, in the case of an 
independent post, to the Surgeon General, accompanied by the prescribed 
vouchers. The department surgeon, the division surgeon, or the surgeon, 
base group, as the case may be, will take such action in the premises as he 
deems appropriate, and will in due season forward the Statement with his 
approval or comment to the Surgeon General, returning the vouchers 
to the hospital for file if the Statement be approved, but forwarding the 
vouchers to the Surgeon General if not approved. 

All moneys on hand at the beginning of the month and all received 
during the month will be entered on the debit side of the Statement against 
the appropriate items. Debit vouchers will be filed with the Statement for 
all moneys received. The debit vouchers for payments made by the 
quartermaster into the Fund will be in the form of certificates signed by the 
quartermaster, one certificate for each class of payments, showing to whom 
the payments were made, their dates and amounts, and what they were 
for respectively (as, e.g., on Ration and Savings account of the Medical 
Department detachment, stating the period). Payments of dividends 
from the post exchange and post garden should be certified in like form by 
the custodians of such funds. In debiting moneys received from officers, 
and from civilians, treated in hospitals, the total amount received from 
each class will be entered on the Statement, reference by number being made 
to the corresponding voucher for each class. The voucher will be in the form 
of a list certified by the custodian of the Hospital Fund giving the name of 
each individual patient of the class covered by it, the number of days and 
the period of treatment for which charges were made, and the rate of charge 
per day. In debiting moneys received from a sale of Hospital Fund prop- 
erty, only the gross thereof will be entered, reference being made to the 
number of the voucher covering the sale. This voucher will be in the form 
of an exhibit certified by the selling officer showing the date or period of 
sale, the articles sold, the prices of sale, and the amount received from each 
purchaser, together with a certificate, if the selling officer is other than the 
custodian, that he has paid the gross over to the custodian, and the date 
of such payment. 

Expenditures for articles of food will be credited under a subheading 
"Food Supplies, ,, other expenditures under "Miscellaneous." The pay- 
ments under each head will be listed separately, showing the numbers of the 
vouchers therefor, the names of the individuals or firms to whom payments 
were made, the amounts paid them, and their aggregate. The vouchers 
will, usually, be in the form of receipted bills, giving in detail the date of 
purchase, the kind, quantity, and cost of each article, or the nature of the 
service rendered and the rate per day or month. The balance remaining 
on hand at the end of the month or period will be brought down at the foot 
of the credit side of the report. 

All indebtedness against the Fund outstanding and unpaid at the end 
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of the period will be listed on the credit side, giving the name of each creditor, 
for what the debt is, the date of its incurrence, and its amount. This 
amount will, however, not be entered in the total money column nor added 
into the footing, as it does not represent cash paid out. Ordinarily there 
should be no indebtedness. All amounts due to the Fund from any source 
should, in like manner, be listed on the debit side, but not added into the 
total money column. If there are no outstanding debts or amounts due, 
entry to that effect should be made in the space provided on each side of 
the report. The officer, who signs the Statement and thereby certifies 
to the correctness of the lists, will be held personally liable for any out- 
standing debts or amounts due not exhibited therein. 

Articles of durable property purchased with the Fund, including shares 
in the post exchange, will be accounted for on the reverse of every Statement 
for January, and of every Statement showing a transfer of accountability. 
Otherwise, when there have been no additions to or dispositions of such 
property, the entry "No change" will be written across the face of the 
return on the Statements for subsequent months up to and including the 
Statement for December. Should durable property be on hand, but no 
Hospital Fund, the words "No Fund on hand" will be written across the 
face of the Statement. Should Hospital Fund be on hand, but no durable 
property, the words "No property on hand" will be written across the face 
of the return. Should there be neither Hospital Fund nor durable property 
on hand, that fact may be reported by letter. Invoices and receipts for 
Hospital Fund or hospital fund property transferred will not be required; 
but upon the complete transfer of Fund and property from one custodian to 
another, the new custodian will acknowledge the receipt thereof by entry 
over his signature across the face of the old custodian's final Statement and 
return. A duplicate of each Statement and return will be filed with the 
retained records of the hospital and will constitute the council book of the 
hospital council, extra sheets being inserted for the record of the proceedings 
of this council. 

8. Reports, Returns, and Records 

A. PAPERS PERTAINING TO THE NURSE CORPS 

(a) Return of Nurse Corps. (Form 63, M.D.^ 

A return of the Nurse Corps is required monthly from every hospital 
or other sanitary formation with which nurses are on duty or to which they 
are attached. It will be prepared in duplicate, on Form 63, M.D., one 
copy being retained and the original forwarded, within five days after the 
end of the month covered by it, through the department or division surgeon 
to the Surgeon General; or in the cases of independent commands direct 
to the Surgeon General. 

The return will give, in two groups, the names of all the nurses who have 
been on duty with or assigned or attached to the organization during the 
month or any part of it. In the first group, under the heading "Belonging 
to the formation at the end of the month" written across the face of the 
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return, will be recorded, in alphabetical order, all the nurses on duty with 
or under assignment to the formation at midnight of the last day of the 
month, whether present or absent. In the second group, under the heading 
"Losses since the preceding return, " will be recorded all nurses who, having 
been on duty with or under assignment to the formation during any part 
of the month, have, on or before midnight of the last day thereof, been 
relieved from such duty or assignment. All changes in the status of the 
several nurses, which have taken place since the preceding return, with the 
date of the change in each instance, will be indicated under "Remarks. " 

(6) Efficiency Report of Nurses. (Form 62, M.D.) 

An efficiency report of nurses is required monthly on Form 62, M.D., 
from every hospital or other sanitary formation to which nurses are assigned

or attached, and will include all the nurses on duty with or attached to 
the organization during the month or any part thereof. It will be pre- 
pared in duplicate by the chief nurse, if there is one, otherwise by the com- 
manding officer, and will be forwarded by the latter within five days 
after the end of the month through the department or division sur- 
geon or direct to the Surgeon General, as outlined under the discussion of 
the Return of the Nurse Corps. In forwarding efficiency reports prepared 
by a chief nurse, the surgeon will indorse thereon whether he concurs 
in the gradings reported by her; and he will add in his indorsement on the 
monthly reports his opinion of the efficiency of the chief nurse, specifying 
in detail the character and quality of the service rendered by her. The 
duplicate of this report is retained by the CO. for his files. 

This form will show, in the case of each nurse, the character of her work 
(whether head nurse, nurse, housekeeper, on special detail, etc.), the quality 
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EFFICIENCY REPORT OF NURSES 
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of her work, her general conduct as a nurse or woman, and her general 
health (excellent, good, fair, or poor in each instance). Nurses will be 
reported in the Class Column in four classes, viz.: Class 1, those who are 
well adapted in every respect to army work; Class 2, those who are suitable 
for retention in the Army; Class 3, those who are not adapted for army work, 
and are recommended for discharge when opportunity occurs; Class 4, 
those who have been recommended for immediate discharge for misconduct. 
Under "Remarks," the reason for any unsatisfactory rating will be fully 
stated, infractions of discipline will be noted, and the nature of the special 
details indicated. When marked executive ability is exhibited by a nurse 
it will be mentioned under this head. 

A special efficiency report will be prepared in like manner for every 
nurse upon her departure from one station for another, showing where she 
has gone and the -date of her departure, and will be forwarded in duplicate 
to the CO. of the hospital or other sanitary formation to which she has 
been transferred, within five days after the change. Should two or more 
nurses make the same change at the same time, a single efficiency report 
covering them will be sufficient. A copy of each report will be retained by 
the commanding officer of the organization where it was prepared and will 
be open to the inspection of only his chief nurse, his executive officer, and 
higher authority. A special efficiency report sent to a nurse's n6w station 
will be attached to the next monthly efficiency report from such station 
made after its receipt. 

(c) Report of Physical Examination. (Form 69, M.D.) 

The nurse's physical fitness for service will be ascertained by a careful 
physical examination before she receives her appointment as nurse. This 
examination will be made, when practicable, by a medical officer of the 
Army at his proper station. When, however, this would require the 
applicant for appointment as nurse to make an unreasonably long journey, 
the Surgeon General may authorize her examination by a private physician 
of good repute in the vicinity of her residence. The medical examiner 
will send his report direct to the superintendent of nurses and not give it to 
the applicant. 

At the station where a nurse first reports for duty after her appointment, 
the surgeon will require her to undergo a careful physical examination. 
A report of this examination will be forwarded, on Form 69, M.D., direct 
to the Surgeon General. The points involved in the examination of the 
enlisted man apply equally to the physical examination of the nurse. 

(d) Record of Assignment and Pay. (Form 66, M.D.) 

Army nurses will be assigned to duty at hospitals or other sanitary 
formations in the United States or abroad, and on transports, according 
to the needs of the service. Usually the first assignment will be to a station 
in the United States to afford her opportunity to become acquainted with 
military usages. The usual tour of duty without the limits of the United 
States will be two years.

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will be used as the nature or importance of the case may warrant. Upon 
the transfer of a patient from one ward to another, the clinical record will be 
sent with him to the new ward, the fact of the transfer being noted on the 
record. Upon the departure of a patient from hospital, all the sheets of 
the clinical record will be arranged in their proper order, fastened together 
at the top, all entries completed, and the record signed by the ward surgeon. 
The record so completed and signed will be sent to the office with the next 
morning report of the ward, as mentioned on page 398. A similar clinical 
record should be kept for all serious cases in quarters. Upon the dis- 
continuance of treatment, because of the completion of the case or the 
patient's departure from post or command, the record should be forwarded 
to the hospital office. The bedside notes (Form 68, M.D.) kept by the 
nurse are for temporary use and should not be filed with the clinical record, 
but may be destroyed at- the discretion of the CO. All current clinical 
records in a ward may be conveniently kept on a small Shannon file. Form 
55a is filled out, as far as possible, in the receiving ward of the hospital 
and is sent to the ward, with the patient, constituting the wardmaster's 
authority for the patient's admission to the ward. 

C. REPORT OF SICK AND WOUNDED 

The report of sick and wounded comprises, (1) the Report Sheet (Form 
51, M.D.), which provides for general information and numerical tabula- 
tions concerning the command and the civilians therewith; (2) The Nominal 
Check List (Forms 51a and 51b, M.D.) for a chronological list of cases regis- 
tered; and (3) The Report Cards (Form 52, M.D.) for details of the several 
cases. 

This report is required monthly from every military post and separate 
command, which is attended by a medical officer or civilian physician. 
This does not apply to mobile commands in the theater of operations, such 
units rendering the "List of Sick and Wounded" (Form 53, M.D.). How- 
ever, the following units, although in the theater of operations, are not 
regarded as mobile units and, hence, render this monthly "Report of Sick 
and Wounded." These units are field hospitals immobilized and acting 
as camp hospitals; evacuation hospitals; base hospitals; supply depots; 
contagious disease hospitals; field laboratories; and other similar sanitary 
formations. The Report is rendered separately for regular and volunteer 
troops, that of regulars embracing all data pertaining to civilians. It will 
be forwarded before the fifth day of the next succeeding month as follows: 
From a general hospital or other independent post or command direct to 
the Surgeon General, unless otherwise ordered by him; from a transoceanic 
Army transport to the medical superintendent of the transport service 
at the transport's home port, for transmittal to the Surgeon General; and 
from any other organization or hospital to the department, or division 
surgeon, or surgeon, base group of line of communications, as the case may 
be, for transmittal to the Surgeon General. Reports of sick and wounded 
received by a department or division surgeon will be promptly subjected

the maiden name of the mother, and whether the child iB the first or second, 
etc., of the marriage. The record of marriage will give the date of the 
marriage, the name, age, birthplace, rank, etc., or occupation of the groom 
and the name, ago. birthplace of the bride. The record of death will show 
the date of tin- death, the name, sex, and age of the deceased, and the cause 
of death. 
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(6) Nominal Check List. (Forms 51a and 516, M.D.) 

The list for January in each year will give, in sequence of register 
numbers, the names, etc., of all patients, military or civilian, remaining 
from the previous year, and of all registered during the month. The list 
for any subsequent month will give, in like sequence, the names, etc., of 
patients registered during the month, omitting the names of those remaining 
from the previous month. The column "Month Completed" will not be 
filled in at post on] the list forwarded; but entry therein should be made 
on the retained list as cases are completed. In the case of civilian patients, 
the word "Civilian" will be entered across the columns "Rank," "Co," 
"Organization." A. duplicate of the list will be retained with the medical 
records of the post or command, the original being forwarded to the Surgeon 
General, through the channels above mentioned for the Report Sheet. 
Form 51a is the outside sheet of this "Check List," Form 516 being simply 
the extra sheets used in case of necessity. 

(c) Report Card. (Form 52, M.D.) 

This is a full and exact transcript of its register card (to be discussed 
immediately under that heading) as the latter stands on the last day covered 
by the report, except in spaces 19, 20, and 26. Space 19 will be filled out 
in every case. Space 20 will be filled out on report cards from mobile 
or field commands as follows: After the word "from" will be noted the 
location of the hospital or organization on the last day covered by the report, 
if it is different from the location given in space 18; if , however, the location 
on the last day is the same as that given in space 18, then the word 
"same" will be entered in space 20. Space 20 need not be filled out on 
the report cards from a hospital which is permanently located in one place. 
Space 26 on the report card of a case brought forward from the pre- 
ceding year will include the days of treatment in that case during the 
current year only. The upper and lower margins of the front of the card, 
and the upper margin on the back, should be left blank. Entries on all these 
forms, constituting the "Report of Sick and Wounded" should be made 
with the typewriter, when possible. They should be plainly and carefully 
written, using permanent black ink. 

D. REGISTER AND REPORT OF SICK AND WOUNDED (FORM 62, M.D.) 

A full record of the sick and wounded of every military post or station 
and separate command, which is attended by a medical officer or private 
physician, will be made on register cards, Form 52, M.D.; but this require- 
ment will not be applicable in time of war to troops or commands in 
theater of operations, except such as are immobile units. These cards, 
collectively constitute the "Register of Patients" and a case carded on 
them is said to be "on the register." 

A register card will be made (a) for every person admitted to hospital 
for treatment; (b) for every officer and enlisted man with the command, 
including retired officers and soldiers under assignment to active duty, 
who, though not admitted to hospital, is excused on account of sickness or 
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injury from the performance of his military duty, or of some part of it; (c) 
for every officer and enlisted man with the command, who, though not 
excused from duty, is prescribed for or treated, or placed under observation 
with a view to treatment or, in the case of an enlisted man, to discharge 
on account of disability, if his disability is of such a character as to have a 
probable bearing on his subsequent medical history: Provided, That a 
case once carded for record only, under this provision, will not again be 
carded for record only on the same register except when necessary to comply 
with the following sections. Thus, every case of venereal disease or insanity, 
or suspected venereal disease or insanity, which comes under observation 
or treatment, will, unless previously on the register or otherwise required 
to be registered, be carded for record only; (d) For every officer and enlisted 
man with the command, not currently on the register, who is retired or 
discharged for disability, or dies; (e) for every officer and enlisted man with 
the command, not currently on the register, who is sent to another station 
or command for observation or treatment: Provided, That this regulation 
shall not apply to commands which have no hospitals and which habitually 
send their hospital cases to a hospital in the near vicinity; (f) for every officer 
with the command, not currently on the register, who departs from the 
command on sick leave; (g) for every officer and enlisted man, whose case 
is received by transfer; (A) for every retired officer, retired soldier, former 
officer, or former soldier with the command, but not in hospital, who dies. 

Except the cases " carded for record only" as given above, cases pre- 
scribed for but not admitted to hospital or excused from duty will not be 
registered. Cases under treatment by the dentist will be entered on the 
register only when such entry is required by the provisions mentioned 
above. When an officer or soldier sick in hospital is retired from active 
service, wholly retired from service, dismissed, or discharged, his case as an 
officer or soldier will be closed and a new card made for it, covering his 
continuance in hospital under his new status. If an applicant for enlistment 
sick in hospital is sworn in as a soldier, his case as a civilian will be closed 
and a new card made for his case as a soldier. These cards will be referred 
to by appropriate cross references on the old and new cards. 

The register cards will be made day by day as the cases are taken up, 
being started in the receiving ward of the hospital. They will be kept in 
two files, the current and the permanent files. The Current File will consist 
of the register cards of uncompleted cases arranged in dictionary order 
according to the surnames of the patients. It constitutes a ready index to 
all cases currently on the register. Cards will be transferred from the cur- 
rent to the permanent file immediately upon their completion and the prepa- 
ration of their report cards. The Permanent File comprises all the register 
cards of completed cases and are filed in the serial order of their register 
numbers. A Card Index to the register is kept on Form 52a, M.D., one 
index card for each individual patient whose name appears on the register. 
When a register card is started and its number determined, the index will 
be searched for previous admissions of the patient. If an index card for 
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the patient is found, the new number will be entered thereon, and the number 
of the last previous admission will be noted on the new register card in space 
(10) immediately before his new number is entered therein. If no index 
card for the patient is found, one will be at once prepared. The index 
cards will be filed alphabetically in dictionary order according to the sur- 
names of the patients. 

Cases taken up on the register cards should be borne thereon until 
finally disposed of. The cards will be legibly written in indelible ink, 
using a typewriter when practicable. Entries must not be crowded. 
When the space provided on the front of the register card under any heading 
does not suffice, the record will be continued on the back of the card, or, 
if still more space is required, an extension slip may be used, which must 
be of the same size as the card and be pasted to the lower margin of the back 
of the card. When an entry is continued, its two parts should be connected 
by cross references, using a small letter in parenthesis, so that the record may 
be readily followed. 

The senior medical officer is responsible for the correctness and safe- 
keeping of the register. He will sign or initial all register cards completed 
during the period of his responsibility; but at general hospitals or brigade 
posts, or when specially authorized by the Surgeon General, he may desig- 
nate one or more junior medical officers to sign or initial them, preferably 
the officer in attendance thereon. When, in the absence of a medical officer, 
the command is attended by a civilian physician, he will sign the cards for 
the cases completed under his care. 

Alterations and additions, when necessary to correct or complete the 
record may be made on the register cards of uncompleted cases at the dis- 
cretion of the senior medical officer of the command for the time being. A 
change of diagnosis will be indicated in the space "Complication, seq., 
etc.," (15) giving the date of the change, and the original entry under "cause 
of admission" will not be disturbed. Alterations of and additions to the 
register card of a completed case may be made in like manner by the medical 
officer who was responsible for the card at the time it was completed, if 
he is still the senior medical officer of the command. If he has been super- 
seded, the card will not be changed, but a successor, who concludes, upon 
information received, that the card is erroneous in any particular, may 
file a supplemental card therewith of the same size as the register card, 
indicating thereon such conclusions and the information or reasons upon 
which it is based. The supplemental card will be headed "Supplemental 

Card No. , " inserting the register number of the register card, and 

will be dated and signed by the officer filing it. A cross reference to the 
supplemental card identifying it by its date may appear upon the register 
card, but it will be a reference only and contain none of the matter recorded 
on the supplement. 

When the diagnosis is changed or a complication or intercurrent dis- 
ability is noted, or other corrections or alterations are made on the register 
card of a remaining case before its completion and after the first report 
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card of the case has been forwarded, a new card, signed by the senior medical 
officer, marked "Correction Card" in the upper margin of the front of the 
card, indicating plainly what the changes, corrections, or alterations are, 
will be forwarded with the next ensuing monthly report: Provided, That 
when the case is completed upon the next ensuing monthly report, the card 
required upon the completion of the case will be sufficient, and a separate 
correction card will not be forwarded, but every variance from the first report 
card of the case will be explained by the term "corrected entry'.' noted on the 
back with proper reference for connecting the record. When the register 
card of a completed case is altered after its final report card has 
been rendered, a correction card similarly marked and signed by the senior 
medical officer, showing plainly all the alterations, will be immediately 
forwarded to the Surgeon General through the usual channel. When a 
supplemental card is filed with the register card of a completed case, a full 
and exact copy thereof marked "Transcript of supplemental card, " in the 
upper margin on the front of the card, will be at once forwarded to 
the Surgeon General. 

Directions for Preparing Register Cards. (Form 52, M.D.) 

Name. — This should be correctly and legibly written. Initial letters 
or abbreviations may be used for middle names only. Immediately above 
the name and in the same space must appear the Army Serial Number 
of all enlisted personnel. This may be obtained from the identification 
tag of an unconscious patient. 

Rank, Company, and Regiment or Staff Corps. — The usual abbrevia- 
tions may be used in these spaces. Changes in the patient's rank, company 
and regiment or corps, while his case is current on the register, will 
be recorded in this space, giving dates of changes. If the patients are 
discharged soldiers, applicants for enlistment, or members of the Organised 
Militia, those facts, will be set forth on their cards under this heading, 
giving in the case of former soldiers the organization to which they last 
belonged, and, in the case of militiamen, their militia organizations. Other 
civilians should be designated simply as civilians. If the status changes 
from soldier to civilian, while patient is in hospital, the old card will be 
closed and a new one started for the new status. 

Age, Tears. — The age at birthday nearest to date admitted is required. 

Race.— Use "W," "C," "F," "P.R.," "I," meaning "white," 
"colored, " "Filipino," "Porto Rican," or "Indian." 

Nativity. — Place of birth; give state, if a native; country, if foreign. 
May use ordinary abbreviations. 

Service, Years. — Give length of service to date of admission, in years 
and fractions thereof, whether continuous or not. 

Register No. — Every card will have a number for convenience of refer- 
ence. These numbers will be consecutive and will be carried forward 
indefinitely. In order that the medical history of a patient may be more 
readily traced, his last previous register number, if he has previously had 
a register card at the hospital, would be entered immediately before his 
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current number. So long as a field command, attended by a medical officer 
or private physician, is unattached to a permanent station, or its hospital 
or infirmary is not discontinued by consolidation with that of another com- 
mand, its register cards should be numbered continuously without regard, 
to the various changes of its location. 

Date of Admission. — Under this heading give the day, month, and year 
the case is taken up. Figures should not be used to designate the month. 

Source of Admission. — Indicate in this space the source from which the 
patient was directly received. Officers and enlisted men of the command 
are generally admitted "From command ;" but may be "From desertion," 
etc In the case of a casual, the name qf his proper station should be 
given, in addition to the place from which he was directly received, thus 
"Casual from command, proper station, Fort A. " In the case of an original 
admission from a passing or other command, which is unaccompanied by a 
medical officer, the fact should be recorded, thusv "Detachment, Twelfth 
Infantry, en route A to B, unaccompanied by a medical officer. " 

Transfer. — In the case of a patient received by formal transfer from 
another hospital or command, the name of such hospital or command will 
be given, with the date of the original entry of the case and the register 
number on the register therefor, if known. In the case of a patient received 
by informal transfer, the name of his command only will be given, with the 
words "informal transfer" added. Patients may be transferred, under 
proper military authority, from one hospital or medical control to another 
for observation or to obtain better treatment or hospital accommodations. 
In every case of transfer, except an informal transfer as noted below, the 
surgeon of the hospital or command from which the patient goes will make 
out a transfer card on Form 52; it should be headed "Transfer Card," 
be a duplicate of the patient's register card, including the information 
thereon in space 18 (except that it should also contain such details of the case 
as will probably be of value to the receiving officer), and will be signed 
by the transferring officer. The transfer card of a patient sent to a general 
hospital for observation and treatment, except those sent by informal 
transfer, should, in time of peace, and when practicable in time of war, 
bo accompanied by a copy of the essential part of the clinical record of 
the case (Form 55). When more space is required to perfect entries on 
the transfer card, an extension slip should be used. The transfer card 
will, in ordinary transfers, be sent to the surgeon of the receiving hospital 
or command; but in transfers to the Government Hospital for the Insane, 
it will be sent to the Surgeon General with a copy attached of the medical 
certificate required by the Department of the Interior (see Article XLV, 
A.R.) If the patient is to be unattended en route, the transfer card may 
be transmitted in his care, or by mail. If the patient is to be under the 
charge en route of an officer or soldier, the card will be transmitted 
through such person. When many patients are transferred at one 
time, under the charge of an officer or soldier en route, the transfer 
cards will be verified personally by such officer or soldier, or, when the 
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number transferred is too great for personal verification, by his subordinates. 
The surgeon of the receiving hospital or command will note, on the back 
of the transfer card, the fact and date of arrival of the patient at his station 
and forward the card with his next report of sick and wounded. The surgeon 
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of the receiving hospital or command will make a register card, Form 
52, of the case, noting thereon such of the information conveyed by the 
transfer card as is pertinent. Should the patient named on the transfer 
card transmitted by mail not arrive at the receiving hospital within a 
reasonable time, the surgeon thereof will note on the back of the card the 
fact that the patient did not arrive, and forward the card with his next 
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report of sick and wounded. When patients, who are not on the register 
of a command which has no hospital and habitually sends its cases to a 
hospital in the near vicinity, are transferred from the command to such 
hospital, transfer cards will not be prepared. In lieu, thereof, an informal 
memorandum, giving the name, serial number, rank and organization of 
each such patient, signed by the surgeon of the command whence they are 
transferred will be furnished at once to the surgeon of the receiving hospital. 
Should any of them not report to the receiving hospital, the surgeon thereof 
will so advise their company commanders. 

For the cases discussed on page 461, the following notations will be made 
in this space of "Source of Admission : ,; In cases mentioned in sub-section 
(c) page 461, note " Carded for record only, under treatment (or observation) 
but not excused from duty;" in cases under sub-section (d) page 461, 
note "Carded for record only, not currently on the register;" in cases 
taken up under sub-section (e) page 461, note "Carded for transfer only, 
not currently on the register;" in cases taken up under sub-section (J) 
on page 461, note "Carded for record of sick leave only, on full duty while 
with command. " 

Cause of Admission. — Give the name of the disease and its location 
if it is localized; or in case of injury, its cause, location, character, and 
severity, with the attending circumstances, date of occurrence, and nature 
of missile, weapon, or other producing agent. When the patient has two 
or more diseases or injuries at the time of admission, each of them will be 
recorded under this head. Should the original disability, or, if there be 
more than one, should any of them be cured before the final disposition 
of the patient, the fact and date of such cure will, also, be stated in this 
space. In the case of a patient received by transfer, the diagnosis made 
at the receiving hospital will be recorded. If this diagnosis differs from 
that on the transfer card, the additional entry will be made as follows: 
"Diagnosis on transfer card not concurred in." , 

In entering causes of admission, distinction should be made between 
the primary or remote cause and the exciting or proximate cause, the latter 
being regarded as the cause of admission. In a case admitted for operation 
to cure or correct a congenital or other defect, no pathological condition 
being present which would itself require admission, the purpose to operate 
is the cause of admission and should be so recorded by the words "For 
operation," indicating the defect in brackets. It is necessary to observe 
this distinction with care to assure proper determination of the question 
whether the actual cause of admission should be recorded as in the line of 
duty or not. 

The place of treatment (as quarters or hospital) and the dates of changes 
from the one to the other will be indicated in the cause of admission space 
(space 13). This entry is placed in the lower left-hand corner of the space. 

The following special requirements will be observed in making entries 
in this Cause of Admission space : (a) Pathological lesions should be recorded 
rather than their symptoms; (b) In all cases in which the cause of admission 
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is a local manifestation of a general affection, the character and locality 
of the one and the nature of the other should be stated; (c) The organ or 
part affected should be specified when the name of the morbid condition 
fails to indicate it; (d) Inflammations should be reported as acute or chronic, 
and the grade of the inflammatory condition of the mucous membranes, 
whether catarrhal or suppurative, should be stated; (e) The term "heart 
disease" should not be recorded when the special affection can be deter- 
mined; (/) In pulmonary affections the lobe or lobes involved should be desig- 
nated; also, in the case of diseases that are not always bilateral, whether 
the disease is confined to the right or left or extends to both lungs. The 
complications of pleurisy should be particularly noted; (g) Deviations from 
the normal in cases of impairment of vision or hearing should be ascertained 
and noted; (h) In case of injury, its character, location, and severity should 
be stated, the date of its occurrence should be given, its cause should be 
noted, the nature of the missile, weapon, or other producing agent shown, 
and the circumstances attending its origin indicated. If it was accidental, 
that fact should appear. If it was intentional, the record should show 
whether it was judicial, suicidal, self-inflicted, or otherwise. In gunshot 
wounds the points of entrance and exit of the missile and the parts implicated 
should be recorded; (i) Fractures should be designated as simple, 
comminuted, compound, or complicated, the character of the complications 
being stated; (j) The exact location, variety, and cause of hernia should be 
given, and, when strangulated, the condition and the means employed 
for relief; (k) Diseases due to venereal contagion, to the abuse of stimulants 
or narcotics, or to- immoral practices should be so recorded; (/) Distinction 
should be made between inflammations of venereal origin and those of 
non-venereal origin, specifying the nature of the venereal cause and the 
causation in the non- venereal cases; (m) Distinction should also be made 
between the venereal chancroid and the hard chancre; (n) The terms 
"venereal warts," "venereal bubo," etc., are indefinite and should not be 
used. The lesion should be recorded and its specific cause stated; (o) 
When the case is an old disease or injury, that fact will be recorded by the 
word "old" in parentheses in the cause of admission space, followed by 
the diagnosis, showing the original disease or injury, and its condition 
at the date of current admission. If there is no record in the register of 
the original disease or injury, record will also be made, under this head, 
of its origin (date, place, cause, attending circumstances, etc., as may be 
appropriate) ; hut, if the record of origin appears in the register for a previous 
admission, the same need not be repeated, but may be referred to as fol- 
lows: "For original disease or injury, see Reg. No. ;" (p) In all 

cases of poisoning, the name of the poison should be given, if discovered 
or known; (7) Special notes should be made of eases of malingering or 
feigned diseases and of the means employed for their detection; (r) When 
no diagnosis can be reached, the fact should be stated, together with the 
conditions which prevent the recognition of the disease or injury.

while absent from duty without permission; or, third, that it occurred in 
consequence of willful neglect or immoral conduct of the man himself, 
in which case the patient passes to the status of being placed on G.O. 45, 
1914. When the patient is admitted for an operation or procedure, which 
is designed to improve his physical fitness or efficiency for the military 
service, such operation or procedure will be recorded as in the line of duty, 
without reference to the fact whether the condition to be remedied originated 
in the line of duty or not, provided that the primary cause is not the result 
of the patient's own misconduct. (6) When a soldier is disabled, while 
absent with leave, the question of line of duty must be determined by the 
circumstances attending the incurrence of the disability, but the fact of 
being so absent should be stated, (c) When a medical officer expresses the 
opinion that an injury occurring during athletic sports, properly indulged 
in, was received in the line of duty, the opinion is accepted by the Surgeon 
General as satisfactory and final, (d) In all cases in which the opinion is 
expressed by "no," and in cases of venereal diseases by "yes," the cir- 
cumstances attending the incidence of the disability, and on which the 
opinion is based, should be stated under the diagnosis. 

Complications, Seq., Etc. — Herein will be recorded complications and 
intercurrent diseases appearing subsequent to admission, surgical opera- 
tions, and changes of diagnosis. The date will be given in each instance, 
(a) When the intercurrent disability subsequently appearing is in no way 
dependent on the primary affection, the medical officer will record in this 
space his opinion as to whether it originated in the line of duty, with such 
explanatory remarks as may be necessary. Should it be cured before the 
final disposition of the patient, the fact and date of cure will also be re- 
corded here. (6) Upon recording a change of diagnois, the medical officer 
will also record in this space his opinion whether the disability, as diagnosed 
by him, originated in the line of duty, with appropriate explanatory re- 
marks when necessary, (c) In recording a surgical operation, its character 
will be briefly described, giving the commonly accepted name for it. The 
word " operation" alone is not sufficient. In every case, note should be 
made of the anesthetic used, and of the time intervening between the onset 
of the disease or the receipt of the injury and the performance of the opera- 
tion. In this connection, G.O. 29, W.D., 1918, which amends G.0.18, 
W.D., 1918, is of importance. Section III of this order reads as follows: 
"In time of war, if a soldier refuses to submit to dental or surgical opera- 
tions or dental or medical treatment, he will be examined by a board of three 
medical officers convened by a department or division commander or 
a commander of a base or a general hospital or a commanding officer of 
any post where there are four or more officers of the Medical Department 
on duty. If, in the opinion of the board, the operation or medical or dental 
treatment advised is necessary to enable the soldier to perform properly 

military duties, and he persists in his refusal after being notified of th* 
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findings of the board, he may be tried by court-martial under the 96th 
Article of War. " 

When the diagnosis of a case under treatment in ward is changed, or 
complications or sequel® develop, report thereof should be made to the 
office upon a register card, marking it in red ink "Change of diagnosis" and 
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forwarding it with the next ward morning report. When the diagnosis of 
a case under treatment in quarters is changed, or complications or sequels 
develop, a report should be forwarded to the office by the attending surgeon 
within 24 hours on a similar "Change of Diagnosis' ' card. This card 
should be signed or initialed by the ward or attending surgeon and be filed 
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with the register card if the case to which it relates as the voucher for the 
correction of the register card. 

Disposition. — Herein record the completion of the case by entry, 
specifying the method of its completion. Return to duty is always a com- 
pletion of the case; but returned to quarters is not a disposition of the man, 
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because he is still on the register. This disposition must be a definite 
finality as far as the hospital is concerned. Transfer to another hospital 
completes the case on the medical records of the transferring hospital or 
command. Cases of officers and soldiers are completed by capture or 
any change in their military status, which separates them from the active 
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list of the Army, such as death, desertion, retirement, resignation, dis- 
missal, or discharge from the service. Cases of officers and enlisted men 
on the retired lists and of civilians registered upon admission to hospital 
are completed, so far as the register is concerned, by their departure from 
the hospital. When a patient departs from the command or hospital on 
ordinary or sick leave or furlough his card will be completed by appropriate 
record of such departure, with a statement as to whether the cure was 
complete or not. Should he resume the status of sick upon his return from 
leave or furlough, his case will be registered anew. Register cards made 
"For record only/' the patient not having been excused from duty, should 
l>e completed at once, regardless of the continuance of treatment or observa- 
tion, by entering " Doing full duty" under this head and repeating the 
date in the date of disposition space. Cases of death, and of retirement 
or discharge for disability, will be completed at once by entry in this space, 
specifying the nature of the casualty. 

In case of death, the fact of death, and the result of the autopsy, if 
one was held, will be recorded in this space. (Permission to hold an autopsy 
should be obtained from the division or department commander.) If the 
death was not due to the cause of admission, the general, determining, and 
all contributing causes thereof, and a statement whether the cause originated 
in the service and in the line of duty, with an explanation of the circum- 
stances upon which the opinion if negative is based, will be noted. Should 
the cause of death in any case be unknown, a brief note of such circumstances 
as may throw light upon it will be entered. In case of suicide, the cause 
or causes which lead to the act will be stated. The procedure to be followed 
in handling the effects of the soldier is discussed on page 217. 

In case of retirement or discharge on account of wound or disease, the 
fact of retirement or discharge on such account and the degree of dis- 
ability will be recorded under this head. If the wound or disease, for 
which retired or discharged, was not the cause of admission, the same will 
be fully described and statement recorded whether it originated in the line 
of duty. When the opinion expressed is "no, " the circumstances attending 
the incidence of the wound or disease, on which the negative opinion is 
based, will be recorded. The cases of patients, who are retired from active 
service, or wholly retired or discharged from the service, by order, sentence, 
operation of law, or expiration of term, should be completed by entry specify- 
ing such fact. A statement should be made of the degree of disability due 
to the complaint for which the individual was under treatment at the time 
of his separation from the service, unless it was unquestionably not received 
in the line of duty. The cases of officer patients, who depart from the 
hospital or command in obedience to orders to proceed to their homes and 
await retirement, will be completed upon such departure by recording 
the fact thereof and its date. When the disease or injury causing death 
or discharge has been aggravated by the willful and persistent refusal of 
the patient to submit to such reasonable restrictions, methods of treatment, 
or surgical operations as would, in the opinion of the medical officer, have 
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conduced to the cure or to the lessening of the disability, the facts should be 
noted. 

When a patient is returned to duty, the entry "duty" will suffice, 
the cure being assumed to be complete unless a statement to the contrary 
is entered. In case of transfer to another hospital or command, the specific 
destination of the patient should be stated. Desertion is a final disposition 
of the case and the card should be completed accordingly. Should the 
deserter come again under military control and resume the status of sick, 
a new card will be made for him as for a new case. 

As copies of these register cards are forwarded at the end of each month, 
with the "Report of Sick and Wounded," cases which are not completed 
during the current month must carry a notation of "Remaining" in this 
Disposition space. A second report card will, then, be forwarded with the 
report for the month 'during which the case is completed. 

Date of Disposition. — Give day, month, and year of disposition. Figures 
should not be used to designate months. In all cases of discharge on certi- 
ficate of disability, the date of discharge, as given on the letter of notifica- 
tion, will be recorded. 

Name of Hospital, Etc. — Enter in this space on every register card 
the designation of the hospital, establishment, or organization to which 
the register pertains, and its location or locations during the period covered 
by the card. Spaces 19 and 20 need not be filled out on the register card, 
but must be filled out in every case when the report card is forwarded, as 
noted in the discussion of the "Report Sheet" on page 456. 

Classification. — Spaces 22, 23, 24, and 25 at the bottom of the face of the 
card are for the use of the Surgeon General's Office only and will not be 
filled out on the register or report cards. 

Space 26. — "Days of treatment in current case," on back of the register 
card will be filled out, month by month, extending the table as may be 
necessary for cases remaining from one year to another. The day of admis- 
sion will be counted as a day of treatment in every case. The day of return 
to duty will not be counted as a day of treatment. The day of disposition 
for all other cases under treatment will be counted as a day of treatment, 
except for patients transferred to a station or hospital in the near vicinity, 
when the patient should arrive at such station or hospital on the same 
day. 

Signature. — The signature of the commanding officer of the hospital, 
or of an officer designated by him, will appear in full or by initials in 
space 21. 
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Nomenclature of Diseases to be Recorded on Register Cards. 

Diseases and injuries will, so far as practicable, be recorded on the 
register in accordance with the following table of diagnostic terms. The 
table is not intended to prescribe a hard and fast rule to be literally complied 
with in every particular, but, rather, to furnish a guide which should in 
practice be substantially followed. When diseases or injuries occur, for 
which no terms are furnished in the table, or for which the terms furnished 
are general in character, they will be recorded under such scientific terms 
commonly applied to them by the profession as will briefly and accurately 
describe them. The letter L. in parentheses following a term indicates that 
the Location of the disability must be recorded; the letter C, its Cause; 
and the letter V., its Variety.

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be filled out in the manner prescribed for the Register of Patients (Form 52) ; 
(6) In space 10 the diagnosis will be recorded. One line should be taken 
for each morbid condition requiring treatment, which is found when the 
case is first entered or which subsequently develops during the course of 
treatment; (c) The date, nature, and results (cured, improved, unimproved, 
successful, unsuccessful, or undetermined) of the treatment of each such 
condition will be entered in spaces 11 and 12, with such additional remarks 
in the latter space as may be appropriate. 

F. REPORT OF DENTAL WORK (FORM 57, M.D.) 

A report of dental work is required monthly on this form from every 
military post or command at or with which an officer of the Dental Corps 
has been on duty during the month, being made and signed by the dentist. 
If no patients have been treated during the month, the report, with a 
statement to that effect under Remarks, will nevertheless be forwarded, 
through medical channels to the Surgeon General before the fifth day of 
the next succeeding month. If, in making an entry in Table III, the re- 
quired name is not found, the case will be recorded under "Other diseases 
or injuries" or "other operations" with such descriptive term as may be 
appropriate. Under "Remarks" will be noted matters of general interest 
in relation to the character and prevalence of the various dental diseases 
coming under the dentist's notice. In this space, also, a brief note may be 
made of individual cases presenting exceptional and interesting features. 
Alterations will be authenticated by the initials of the dentist. A duplicate 
of the report will be filed with the retained medical records of the post or 
command. If no patients have been treated, the report will so state. 

G. MALARIAL REGISTER (FORM 56, M.D.) 

To secure continuous observation and proper treatment of every soldier 
and general prisoner suffering from malarial infection, a register of each 
case will be kept on Form 56, M.D., and the individual will be required 
to report from time to time for such examination or treatment as maybe 
necessary. It will be begun at the first station where the diagnosis is made 
and will be continued until the patient permanently leaves the service. 
The register will be retained in the custody of the surgeon of the command 
to which the soldier belongs and, on termination of service or confinement 
without reenlistment, it will be forwarded to the Surgeon General. 

When the patient is transferred from one station or command to 
another, the register will be sent to the surgeon of the new station or com- 
mand in time to arrive with or before the man, if possible. On the arrival 
of the register, the surgeon should request that the patient be ordered to 
report to the hospital for examination. If the facts learned from the record 
or obtained from the patient show that any symptoms of malaria have been 
present during the preceding six months, an examination of the blood should 
be made to determine whether further treatment is necessary.

When the case 
is finally disposed of by discharge on certificate of disability, a full statement 
of the causes of the disability for which the patient was discharged, and of 
his present condition, due to the syphilitic infection, will be recorded under 
"Progress of Case." 

(d) Wassermann Cards. (Form 97 and 100, M.D.) 

When Wassermann tests are desired on any case, the medical officer in 
charge of the case will make a request on Form 55q, M.D., and forward 
it with the specimen of serum to the Department or other laboratory for 
examination. The first request for this test will be accompanied by a 
Wassermann Card, Form 97, M.D., subsequent requests not being so ac- 
companied. The report of the Laboratory to the medical officer is made on 
Form 55q, the Wassermann Card, Form 97, M.D., being retained for file 
at the Laboratory. A specimen of Form 55q is given in the discussion 
on page 449. 

When it is deemed advisable to make a Wassermann test on a patient 
at a Recruit Depot, if facilities are available, the report is made on Form 
100, M.D., being filed with the papers of the recruit and forwarded to the 
surgeon of his command, when assigned to a definite station. 

(e) Gonococcus Fixation Cards. (Form 99, M.D.) 

When such a test is desired by the medical officer in charge of a case, 
this officer will make a request on Form 55r, M.D., and forward it with 
the specimen of serum to the Department Laboratory or other available 
laboratory for examination. The first request will be accompanied by 
a Gonococcus Fixation Card, Form 99, M.D., subsequent requests not being 
so accompanied. The report of the Laboratory to the medical officer is 
made on Form 55r, M.D., the Fixation Card, Form 99, M.D., being re- 
tained for file at the Laboratory. 



CHAPTER V 

PAPERS PERTAINING TO THE HIGHER ADMINISTRATIVE 

OFFICES 

It s not within the scope of this book to attempt to outline the duties 
and activities of the officers, such as the department and division surgeons, 
and the surgeon, base group, line of communications, who have to do 
with the administrative and advisory functions so necessary to the proper 
handling of large bodies of troops. These are given, in general terms, 
in the Manual for the Medical Department and are discussed in an instruct- 
ive manner in Ford's "Military Medical Administration. " Naturally 
the most urgent duties of the division surgeon are to prevent sickness, 
evacuate the wounded, provide for the care of those still with their com- 
mands, and instruct subordinates in their duties. Correction of all reports, 
returns, and requisitions passing through such offices and forwarding them, 
with proper annotations, to their respective destinations, also, constitutes 
a large part of the routine work of such officers. The papers, which originate 
in these higher offices, are few in number, those kept on hand in the office of 
the Division Surgeon being listed in Par. 884, M.M.D., but constant ad- 
ministrative action is required on all correspondence and papers passing 
through the office. In time of combat, such officers must arrange a sys- 
tematic and orderly service for the care and disposal of the sick and wounded, 
having in view the retention of effectives at the front and the prompt 
removal of non-effectives to the rear. Such necessity of coordination of 
the various sanitary units under their control demands the issuance of 
numerous orders and the constant receipt of reports requiring action. 
In such offices, also, must the consolidation of various routine reports of 
sick and wounded be made; preparation of non-effective charts; returns 
of medical officers serving in the command ; and the checking and returning 
of diagnosis tags to their proper organizations, all require the attention of 
this office. Recommendations of Sanitary Inspectors, attached to the 
command, must also pass through this office for action. 

A. RETURN OF MEDICAL OFFICERS (FORM 46, M.D.) 

Each department surgeon will transmit, not later than the 5th day

For purposes of convenience in preparation of this report and, also, 
to permit of an accurate accounting of all medical officers serving in the 
organizations, there is kept in such offices, as are required to make the 
returns, a "Chief Surgeon's Directory," Form 70, M.D. A card 
should be made out for each commissioned officer of the Medical Corps 
£aiid Medical Reserve Corps, each member of the Dental Corps and Dental 
re Corps, each contract surgeon, officers of the Veterinary and Veteri- 
Reserve Corps. Upon each subsequent permanent change of station 
within the Department, a supplemental card should be prepared and filed 
with the first card. 



B. CONSOLIDATED DAILY FIELD REPORT OF SANITARY PERSONNEL 

AND TRANSPORTATION (FORM 84, M.D.) AND CONSOLIDATED 

DAILY FIELD REPORT OF PATIENTS (FORM 84, M J>.) 

These reports are made on the same form, one side being used for each 

portion of the report. As discussed on page 332, the " Daily Field Report 

. off 8anitary Personnel and Transportation " (Form 82, M.D.) and the " Daily 

I Held Report of Patients" (Form 83, M.D.) are rendered by the senior 

* medical officer of each command directly to the division surgeon, or other 

proper officer, each day. These reports are consolidated on Form 84, 

M.D. by the office of the medical officer to whom they are sent, division 

■urgeon or similar officer, and forwarded to the Chief Surgeon of a Field 

Army, or proper superior, for transmittal to the Surgeon General. 

C. NON-EFFECTIVE CURVE CHART (FORM 86, M.D.) 

This form is prepared by the Division Surgeon, or corresponding officers, 
of each command each week and forwarded to the Surgeon General. The 
Strength of Division at end of the week, both as regards officers and men, 
and the number of both officers and men available for duty at this time 
is reported. From this data, the non-effective rate per 1000 of strength 
of command may t>e easily calculated. The number of sick, as shown by the 
morning reports, on the last day of the week will also be reported on this 
form. On comparing this figure with that of total strength of the division, 
the sick rate per 1000. on that morning, may he determined. It will be 
seen, therefore, that the sick rate per 1000 and the non-effective rate per 
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it agree, as the non-effectives may be made up of many other 
personnel than are found on the sick reports, 
this form are reported the number of cases of the various 
Infectious diseases at end of the previous and current weeks, 
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as well as the number of deaths during the current week. Total casualties 
(killed, wounded, and missing) should also be noted on tlrs report. 

From the data obtained from the records of each day of the week re- 
ported upon, the non-effective curve may he charted on the back of this 
form. This will be made up of a separate chart for the number present 
on sick report and the number absent on such account.

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D. CERTIFICATES OF IDENTITY (FORM 61, M. D.) 

In campaign, all persons belonging to the sanitary service and chaplains 
attached to the Army wear on the left arm a brassard bearing a red cross 
on a white ground, the emblem of the sanitary service of armies. This 
brassard is issued and stamped with a number by competent authority, 
and, in cases of persons who do not have military uniforms, it is accompanied 
by a certificate of identity. Brassards will be issued to the uniformed 
personnel of the sanitary service and to chaplains by the senior medical 
officer of the organization with which they are on duty. To other 
individuals entitled thereto, under the provisions of the Geneva convention, 
brassards and certificates of identity (Form 61, M.D.) will be issued by the 
division surgeon, surgeon, base group, the department surgeon, or the 
Surgeon General, as the case may require. This certificate of identity 
will bear the same number as the brassard. The person to whom a certifi- 
cate of identity is issued will retain it in his personal possession and exhibit 
it when called upon by competent authority to do so. The certificate is 
folded into small dimensions and placed in a small metaL container, which 
is worn suspended from the neck, just as the officers and personnel wear 
their identification tags. Care will be exercised to prevent the certificate 
of identity or its container from coming into the hands of another person. 
The losp of a brassard or a certificate will be investigated and reported 
by the immediate commander, to the officer who issued the lost article. 

E. SANITARY INSPECTION REPORT (FORM 60 and 60b, M. D.) 

As an assistant to the division or department surgeon, a medical officer 
is assigned for duty as sanitary inspector. He is primarily an advisory 
officer, but may, in addition, be assigned to certain executive duties. A 
sanitary inspector is charged, especially, with the supervision of the sanita- 
tion of the command to which he is assigned. The department sanitary 
inspector makes such inspections, annual or special, as the department 
commander may authorize. In this connection, both the departmental 
and divisional inspectors report upon the sanitary conditions within the 
command, upon the occurrence of preventable diseases and the sufficiency 
of the measures taken for their prevention, and in general upon all matters 
affecting the sanitary care of troops. 

At the end of every month, each sanitary inspector will forward to the 
Surgeon General, through military channels, a report of the inspections 
made by him during the month, indicating the sanitary defects, if any, 
observed and the measures taken for their prevention. This report will 
be made on Form 50, M.D., modified if necessary to suit the case (see 
page 354). 

Sanitary inspectors also inspect and report upon the administration 
of the units of the sanitary train; the efficiency, instruction, and adequacy 
of the medical personnel; the condition of hospitals; the character and 
sufficiency of supplies; the facilities for transporting medical supplies and 
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the sick and wounded; and in general all matters affecting the care, well- 
being, and comfort of the sick and wounded. Department sanitary in- 
spectors perform the same duties with regard to the units under depart- 
mental command. 

A report of each formal inspection will be made on Form 50b, M.D., 
and will be forwarded within five days after the inspection is made, through

Transportation drivers are ordered to deliver ashes and street sweepings at dump- 1 
grounds separately from tin cans and combustible material. 

All ashes from mess halls, barracks and latrines are to be dumped in ash cans stsndiBf 
in or near the company streets, or in suitable receptacles at the rear of each latrine, h 
case an extra ash can cannot be secured from the quartermaster, a suitable box is lobe 
used. This box must not be set up close to any building, but at least two feet away, so si 
to prevent any possible source of fire from hot coals. 

All janitors in the barracks occupied by student officers are cautioned against putting 
ashes in the boxes standing outside each door. These boxes are used for refuse and newt- 
papers which are inflammable and might lead to a serious fire. 

Care of Floors 

All barrack and assembly room floors must be oiled. 

All barrack room floors must be swept daily and scrubbed twice a week or oftener. 

There must be no dry sweeping. 

Ventilation 

The regulations of the communication of November 7, 1917, from the office of the 
Surgeon General, relative to overcrowding must be strictly observed. 

All windows and doors of barracks must be open at least one hour during drill periods. 

All clothing must be taken out daily for two (2) hours. 

Lines or railings shall be provided for the airing of clothing and blankets. 

All windows and doors must be open during dinner. 

When classes are held in the same room for two consecutive periods all windows and 
doors are to be opened for ten minutes between periods. 

When any officers are in barracks for any reason, windows and doors must be opened 
for 15 minutes at 10:00 A.M., and 2:00 P.M. 

On Sundays and Holidays the windows and doors will be open from 8: 00 to 8: 30 A.M., 
and from 10:00 to 10: 30 A.M. During dinner and on Saturday also from 2:00 to 2:30 
P.M. and from 4:45 P.M. to Retreat. 

Windows and doors are to be kept open each evening from 7:45 to 8:00 P.M. 

Alternate windows will be kept open each evening in all barracks after taps except 
on windy nights when all windows will be open on the side opposite the wind. 

All tents will have the door flaps tied back to full extent at night for ventilation. 
Weather permitting all tents will be furled or struck once weekly.

Each hole must be provided with a self -closing lid and 
the latrine box must be free from holes. The presence of flies in the latrines is evidence 
that these precautions have not been properly observed. 

No latrine may be filled to a point less than 3 feet from the surface. It must be 
closed with dirt in such a way that no contents are forced out and must be fly-proofed 
with sacking, heavily oiled, extending 2 feet from the edge in every direction and 
covered with 4 inches of dirt. 

Human excreta will be disposed of in standard latrines, portable latrines, urine pits 
and oil pits. Two urinal cans will be placed in the company street after retreat and re- 
moved at fatigue call in the morning, emptied into the latrine and burned out and oiled 
with crude petroleum daily. 

Defilement of the ground is prohibited. 

All fasces cans shall be well oiled inside before using (crude oil). Cans shall be covered 
at all times when not in use. 

Cans shall be emptied at the manhole designated and thoroughly washed and 
scrubbed. Absolutely no part icle of faecal matter must remain adherent. 

Cans must be dried before oiling. 

Especial care must be taken to see that the ground in neighborhood of the manhole 
is not defiled with wash water. 

The can urinals are not to be used excepting after taps and before reveille, and at no 
other times. The urine pits will be used during the day time. 

The urine funnels will be kept oiled daily. No solid substances of any kind will be put 
into the funnels. A 10 per cent solution of chloride of lime will be used daily in 
cleaning funnels. 

Extra cans are available and no cans will be removed without immediately substi- 
tuting a clean one. 

Toilet paper will be furnished by the Quartermaster. 

Two standard fly traps will be kept in operation in each latrine. 

Latrines will be ditched and diked to prevent the entrance of storm water. 

8. Sanitary Police. 

The Sanitary Police will be responsible for the sanitation of all parts of the camp 
not under the supervision of the separate organisations. 

Civilians to be employed as sanitary laborers will be employed by the Quartermaster 
Department and turned over to the Medical Department for duty. 

The sanitary police will requisition from the Quartermaster such transportation, 
labor and material as is required. 

When assigned to the sanitary service these will not be diverted to other uses except 
by orders from these headquarters. 

9. Physical Inspections and Prophylaxis. 

Physical inspections will be held semi-monthly by unit surgeons and every enlisted 
man of the command will be inspected. 

A record of all venereal diseases discoverd will be made and a report of same forwarded 
to the enlisted man's immediate commanding officer. 

Venereal prophylaxis will be administered at any hour at camp infirmaries under 
regulations issued by the camp surgeon. 

Company commanders will report each week to the regimental or unit surgeon, the 
enlisted men or officers who have not completed the typhoid, paratyphoid or small-pox 
vaccination. 

10. Publication of Order. 

This order will be read twice to each organization at retreat and a copy will be keDt 
posted on the bulletin board of each company.
